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MORE HOPE OF RECOVERY

ANXIETY FOR THE PRESIDENT 
PARTIALLY DISPELLED. 


41S CONDITION ANNOUNCED AS SOMEWHAT 
IMPROVED— ABLE TO RETAIN THE 
NOURISHMENT GIVEN—A DECREASE IN 
PULSE—ASSURANCES OF THE PHYSI- 
CIANS. 

Wasuineton, Aug. 17.—The slight im- 
provement made yesterday by the President 
revived the hopes of the public in his recovery, 
and when the White House was closed last 
night there wasa general feeling that the Presi- 
Gent had at least an even chance to pull 
through. In the great solicitude felt about the 
stomach of the patient the wound was almost 
lost sight of, and the continued reports re- 
ceived from the sick-room during the night to 
the effect that there had been no further 
gastric disturbance produced acheering effect. 
“If the doctors can get his stomach braced 
up so it will retain food, the President will get 
well,” was the observation most frequently 
heard last night in passing the crowds of peo- 
ple assembled at points where official bulletins 
are posted. A good night, without recurrence 
of the retching that had distressed the Presi- 
dent Monday and Tuesday nights, would be 
regarded as highly favorable and increase the 
hopes for recovery. It was with such feelings 
that people retired last night to their homes, 
and the appearance of this morning’s bulletin 
was, therefore, awaited with as much solici- 
tude as was exhibited upon any previous oc- 
casion. 

At the White House, where the usual num- 
ber of early callers had assembled, there wasa 
decidedly cheerful feeling. The bulletin had 
not been prepared, but word had come from 
the sick-room that the patient had passed a 
quiet night, that he had enjoyed refreshing 
sleep, and that he had not been troubled with 
nausea. This gratifying intelligence soon 
spread to the outside, and was regarded with so 
much satisfaction by many who were waiting 
for an opportunity to peruse the official bulletin 
that they hurried off without caring to see the 
figures that would record the condition of pulse 
and temperature. The morning bulletin made 
its appearance at the usual hour, and fully 
confirmed the favorable reports that had pre- 
ceded it. There was no vomiting during the 
night, and the President had evidently been 
nourished and strengthened by the enemata. His 
general condition was reported as more hope- 
ful than at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, but 
those who know how conservative the surgeons 
have been in the preparation of their public 
utterances were satisfied that the word 
hopeful had a stronger meaning in the 
bulletin than is conveyed by its literal defini- 
tion. Taken in connection with the fact that 
more than 24 hours had passed without gastric 
annoyance, that the pulse was not alarmingly 

high, and that the temperature was within a 
shade of being in the normal state, the people 
concluded that it was a favorable bulletin. 
and, having settled this point to their satisfac- 
tion, began to speculate on the probable con- 
dition of the patient later in the day. 





When the surgeons came from the patient’s 
bed-side they were severally accosted and im- 
portuned for further information, but they 
declined to go into details, referring all ques- 
tioners to the bulletin. The most that could 
be obtained from them was the assurance that 
the President was better than at the corre- 
sponding hour yesterday, and their cheerful 
manner satisiied all that there was good 
ground for this statement. The conduct 


of the physicians when at the White 
House is closely watched by those who 
are required to go there to obtain 
trustworthy information for the public, 


and newspaper correspondents who know the 
surgeons attach as much importance to their 
manner when talking about the President’s case 
as to what they say. When there is anything 
discouraging in the case the surgeons try to 
avoid correspondents, and in entering and 
leaving the White House pass through the 
private portion of the mansion. When every- 
thing is favorable, however, they frequently 
show themselves in the public rooms, and occa- 
sionally stop in the private secretary’s room 
and freely answer questions put tothem. To- 
day they made no effort to conceal themselves, 
and passed in and ontof the public rooms, 
where a large number of persons was gathered 
to obtain the latest and fullest intelligence 
from the sick room, While, therefore, the 
surgeons would not stop to talk, their conduct 
pnd bearing furnished satisfactory evidence 
that the President was going on in the right 
direction. 

Dr. Hamilton, who had not seen the Presi- 
dent for several days until this morning, said 
he was looking and advancing better than he 
had expected. Dr. Bliss, who cannot conceal 
the gratification he always feels when any 
improvement is made by the patient, ‘biuntly 
said: “The President is better and will con- 
tinue to improve.’”’ Dr, Agnew, when in 
Washington, has always refused to say any- 
thing outside of the consultation-room, but this 
morning, appreciating the public anxiety about 
the case, and believing, perhaps, that a word 
from him at this time would tend to relieve 
that anxiety, said in reply to a question: 
**He is better to-day.’? The great surgeon no 
doubt thought that his brief utterance was 
sufficiently comprehensive to cover the entire 
condition of the President, and declined to 
furnish further information. *““There is 
nothing further to say,”’ he quietiy remarked, 
*than is contained in the bulletin and which 
ls stated over my own signature and those of 
the other surgeons.” As Dr. Agnew was 
moving away he was asked whether he con- 
tidered that the President had an equal chance 
torrecovery. ‘‘It isa bad plan to speculate 
on chances,’’ he replied. ‘* The bulletin states 
the fact that the President is better to-day.” 


At the morning consultation, at which both 
consulting physicians were present, it was de- 
termined not to attempt to give the President 
any food in the natural way. It was apparent 
that the vresident was receiving nourishment 
and strength from the enemata, and it was 
deemed best to continue this treatment, at least 
until the afternoon, and thus give the stomach 
additional time to prepare for resuming its 
natural functions. All reports from the 
patient during the forenoon were favor- 


able, and the brief bulletin issued at 
midday was received by the public 
with manifestations of delight. There 


was a slight increase in pulse and tempera- 
ture compared with 8 o'clock, but the Presi- 
dent had not suffered from nausea and con- 
tinued to retain the nourishment administered. 
The reconciliation of the stomach was the one 
thing associated by the public with the Presi- 
dent’s. recovery, and satisfaction was there- 
fore expressed when that organ continued to 
behave well. When it was ascertained during 
the afternoon that small quantities of beef ex- 
tract had been swallowed by tho President 
aad without producing anv disturbance. a 








heavy load seemed to have been removed from 
the public mind, and people began again to talk 
confidently about the President getting well. 
The beef extract was given the patient about 
1 o’clock, and the result of the experiment was 
watched by the surgeons with great interest. 
No bad effect followed, and about one 
hour after the first dose was given a sec- 
ond was administered. This produced 
slight nausea, but the President retained it. 
The surgeons were satisfied with the evidence 
thus obtained of the improvement made by 
the stomach, and, in view of the slight nausea, 
thought best to give it further time to repair 
itself before again administering food. In 
the meantime, the enemata are to be con- 
tinued, regardless of the nourishment that 
may be taken by the patient in the natural 
way. 

The 'President continued to hold his own 
during the afternoon, resting comfortably, 
and small quantities of water swallowed from 
time to time produced no bad effects. ‘The 
evening bulletin is the most favorable issued 
since Sunday, and the attendants say the Pres- 
ident was better at 7 o’clock to-night than at 
any time since the last relapse. The wound is 
doing splendidly and is healing rapidly. Care- 
ful examination shows that there is no 
sympathy whatever between the wound 
and the stomach, and that the former has not 
been retarded by the irritations of the latter. 
Dr. Agnew said this evening that the wound 
could not act more satisfactorily than it is act- 
ing. Dr. Boynton, who was present at the dress- 
ing this evening, said that the wound had healed 
more in the past three days than during the 
past two weeks. The wound is healed from 
where the bullet entered the body down to the 
end of the first incision made by Dr. Aguew. 
It is healed also from the bottom and toward 
the second incision, so that there is remaining 
to be healed of the wound not more than three 
or four inches, 

Midnight.—Since the issue of the 7 o’clock 
bulletin, the President has continued to make 
satisfactory and favorable progress. He has 
had about three hours of refreshing sleep, 
awaking about 11 o’clock, when he was 
sponged with alcohol diluted with water and 
arranged for the night. There have been no 
symptoms of nausea, and allthe indications 
point to a comfortable night. Small quan- 
tities of water taken during the night were 
retained and produced noannoyance, He was 
nourished by enemata at regular periods, but 
nothing has been given him by the mouth 
since early in the afternoon, for reasons 
already explained. The doctors believe his 
stomach will bein fair condition to-morrow, 
when beef extract will be again administered 


in small quantities. The pulse is lower 
than at 7 o’clock, and temperature 
and respiration are normal, The crowd 
that lingered in front of the White 


House until a late hour every night since Mon- 
day Jast was absent to-night, showing that the 
public alarm felt during the past few days has 
subsided. The confidence in the ultimate re- 
covery of the President is strengthened by the 
progress made to-day, and some of the sur- 
geons unqualifiedly say that the President is 
now on the road to certain convalescence,

DR. BLISS’S CONFIDENCE, 

EVERYTHING GOING AHEAD WELL — NO 

TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD THOUGHT OF. 

Wasuineton, Aug. 17.—Reviewing the 
events of to-day in the sick-chamber, Dr. Bliss 
said to-night that he considered the Presi- 
dent had now safely passed over the 
worst of the latest relapse. ‘‘I look for a 
steady improvement,” observed the Doctor, 
‘and after two or three days the rate of pulsa- 
tion will be much lower. But, considering his 
general condition, the present range and 
quality of his pulsation is not at 
all threatening. I would not feel at 
all alarmed if it marked 120 beats to the min- 
ute, that is, provided he continues in other 
respects as he isnow, for it must be borne in 
mind that there are several kinds of frequent 
pulsations, aud that in the President’s case 
the quality of the frequency is of the best 
grade. The improved tone of his pulse is one 
of the most encouraging symptoms of to-day. 
The other prominent features of the 
case were the improved color of his 
lips and of his face, and the general 
improvement of his physique. His manner 
was also more cheerful to-day than for some 
time past, and his voice was stronger. Ina 
word, he acted like a man who was mastering 
the malady and was beginning to experience 
the results of his ameliorated condition. The 
President also manifested a deeper interest in 
the result of our experimenting, and received 
the good news seemingly with more gratifica- 
tion than he has manifested of late.” 

** Ts he retaining sufficient nourishment ¢” 

‘Ample. We gave him one dram of ex- 
tract’ of beef shortly before 1 o’clock to-day, 
and another dram an hour later. We did this 
mere to test the stomach than _ because 
there was an absolute necessity for it, 
since the other method of nutrition is 
working as satisfactorily as could be de- 
sired. The President retained not only the 
extract of beef but also all the water which 
he drank during the afternoon. Having thus 
ascertained the improved condition of the 
stomach, the surgeons concluded that it would 
be inexpedient to tax the irritated organ 
further for the day, deeming it proper to let 
it rest until to-morrow before again per- 
mitting the patient to partake of food in the 
natural way.” 

** Does the wound continne to improve?” 

**The wound is doing marvelously well. In- 
deed, we are all really surprised at the excel- 
lent progress itis making. It has surpassed 
our highest expectations. Dr. Hamilton is of 
the opinion that half the field of the wound has 
now healed. *I do not think, however, that 
quite so much has healed. But I may be 
wrong. Idonot apprehend that the wound 
will give us any trouble of a serious character. 
I believe the process of healing will continue 
without interruption. I am no longer much 
concerned about the wound. It is all right.’’ 

‘*Have the surgeons considered or discussed 
the proposition to strengthen the President by 
the transfusion of the blood of some healthy 
man into his body, as has been suggested by 
outsiders ?” ' 

‘‘ Nothing of the kind has ever been thought 
of. It would be absurd to apply such treat- 
ment in a case like this. It is only resorted to 
when the patient has sustained a large loss of 
blood.”’ 

Dr. Bliss repeated that be and ail the at- 
tending surgeous were quite confident of the 
President’s ultimate recovery. Dr. Bliss has 
lost precisety 20 pounds since he began his at- 
tendance on the President, and isso reduced 
in physique that he was to-day forced to pur- 
chase a new suit of clothes to fit his present 
dimensions.

4 A, M.—Indications of restlessness on the 
part of the patient have been observed during 
the last hour, but no reports have been re- 
ceived from the sick-room indicating any par- 
ticular change in the President’s general con- 
dition,

7 A, M.—No information has been received 
this morning from Drs. Bliss or Woodward, 
who remained at the Mansion last night. Col. 
Rockwell, who watched at the President’s bed- 
side since about 3 A. M., says the President 
slept considerably at times during the night, 
and that no vomiting occurred. He thinks a 
lower pulse will be noted at the morning ex- 
amination, or 


7:45 A. M.—Dr. Bliss reports the President’s 
pulse at 110, and that he feels encouraged at 
the general condition of his patient this morn- 
ing. 

IV. 

8:30 A. M.—The President has passed a tran- 
quil night, sleeping most of the time. He con- 
tinues to retain the nutritive enemata, and has 
not vomited since the last bulletin. His gen- 
eral condition appears more hopeful than at 
this time yesterday. Pulse, 110; temperature, 
98,3° ; respiration, 18.

10:30 A, M.—In conversation this morning 
on the President’s condition, Dr. Boynton said 
the prospects were somewhat brighter and that 
the patient was resting comfortably. Inreply 
to an inquiry, the Doctor explained that the 
enemata which were being administered con- 
sisted principally of diluted extract of beef, a 
yolk of an egg, and whisky, the whole being 
dissolved and slightly heated. Dr. Bliss, in 
conversation on the same subject, stated that 
a small portion of muriatic acid was also a 
part of the enema, The latter gentleman ex- 
pressed the opinion that the President’s stomach 
was gradually becoming stronger, and referred 
to the fact that the nourishment was being re- 
tained as proof thereof. The Doctor still 


remains hopeful, and says there is no 
reason for giving the President’s case 
up yet. Dr. Boynton, in response to a 


a question regarding the President’s taking 
nourishment in the regular manner, said it 
was possible that a very small quantity of di- 
luted beef extract, probably a teaspoonful, 
would be given him about noon; it would de- 
pend, however, upon the patient’s condition 
at that hour. He has not been troubled with 
nausea since yesterday afternoon, at which 
time he threw off about a gill of liquid matter 
containing a quantity of bile. Dr. Boynton 
says Mrs, Garfield continues very hopeful, and 
feels rather more encouraged to-day than she 
did yesterday. he 


11:30 A. M.—Dr. Bliss, in a second interview 
this morning, was askea whether there was 
anything in the President’s condition to indi- 
cate that pyzemia or blood-poisoning was the 
cause of the President’s unfavorable symp- 
toms. He replied very emphatically in the 
negative, and said that there was no connec- 
tton whatever between the wound and the 
present troubles; that the unfavorable symp- 
toms were due entirely to the condition of the 
patient’s stomach, and that the attending 
surgeons were all quite confident that the 
treatment adopted would soon remedy this, 
In referring to the appearance of the Presi- 
dent, Dr, Bliss said that when he was shot 
his weight was about 210 pounds; that his 
confinement had reduced him probably 70 
pounds, and that there was, of course, some 
pallor; but as he wore a full beard this was 
not so perceptible as it would otherwise be. 
Allthe reports received from the sick room 
this morning have been of an encouraging 
character, and, while there is a feeling of 
reassurance, much anxiety is still manifested, 
and the noon bulletin is anxiously awaited.

12:30 P. M.—The President’s condition’ has 
not materially changed since the last bulletin. 
He has been tranquil, and has slept some; has 
not vomited, and the nutritive enemata are 
still retained.

1 P. M.—The President’s mail has increased 
very materially since the relapse, and the 
number of suggestions as to how the unfavor- 
able turn in the case should be met is innumer- 
able. One correspondent says that if trans- 
fusion of the blood should be determined upon, 
he is ready to give half or all of his blood, if 
necessary, to sustain and build up the Presi- 
dent. Previous to the midday dressing Dr. 
Agnew was asked concerning the condition of 
the President, to which he responded: ‘* He is 
better to-duy.”” When questioned further, the 
Doctor said: ‘‘ There is nothing further to say 
than is contained in the bulletin, which is 
stated over my own signature, together with 
the signatures of the other surgeons.” The 
Doctor was pressed for a reply to a question 
as to whether he considered that the patient 
had an equal chance for recovery. He said: 
‘It is a bad plan to speculate on chances. The 
bulletin tells the story that the President is 
better to-day. Good morning.”’ 

IX, 

2 P. M.—Dr. Bliss just came from the pa- 
tient’s room, and before leaving the Mansion 
stated that the President had taken nourish- 
ment twice since the midday dressing had oc- 
curred, viz., at 12:45 and 1:25. It consisted of 
cooled infusion of beef, mixed with a few 
drops of muriatic acid. The statement hereto- 
fore made that muriatic acid was one of the 
component parts of the enema was erroneous, 
The patient is given only a teaspoonful at a 
time. Whathas been administered thus far 
has been retained. and the improvement an- 
ticipated by it has been realized. The Presi- 
dent, soon after the first dose was taken, ex- 
pressed himself as feeling better, and his 
pulse indicated great improvement, having 
become stronger and the number of beats ma- 
terially decreased. The nourishment will be 
administered again about 3 P. M. The Doctor 
is in excellent spirits, and feels confident that 
the patient will now rally rapidly. The ene- 
mata are being continued as usual in addition 
to the other nourishment, and will not be dis- 
pensed with for the present. 


X. 


2:45 P. M.—In conversation this afternoon re- 
garding the statements madeby Dr. Hammond 
relative to the treatmentof President Garfield, 
in which he severely criticises the ability of 
the attending surgeons, Dr. Bliss said it was 
too bad that Dr. Hammond should say such 
things, and referred to the inconvenience he 
had gone to when the Doctor was in trouble 
to assist him. The longer the speaker dwelt 
upon the subject the warmer he grew, and in 
conclusion he said that the statements credited 
by the press to Dr. Hammond were simply in- 
famous and untrue. 

XI. 

4:20 P. M.—Up to this hour everything has 
apparently been going on nicely in the sick- 
room, Col. Corbin. who came from the pri- 
vate part of the house a few minutes ago, was 
asked what the indications were. He said: 
‘* Well, pretty good.”” The question was then 
asked if there had been any return of nausea. 
Tne Colonelsaid: ‘* The President has vomited 
once this afternoon, and his pulse is slightly 
higher than it was shortly after the nourish- 
ment was administered. Still, there is hopo 


yet.” 
XII. 


4:45 P, M.—One of the attending surgeons 
says the President has had a very good day 
and has been benefited by the nourishment ad- 
ministered. In reply to a question whether 
there had been any vomiting to-day, the doc- 
tor said: ‘‘No; the patient has retained the 
nourishment administered during the day.” 
When last taken, a short time ago, the pa- 
tient’s pulse wes 114. Secretary Blaine re- 
turned to the city this afternoon and called at 
the White House soon after 4 o’clock. He said 
he had been quite well since he had been away. 

XII. 

5 P. M.—Owing to the contradictory infor- 
mation obtained during the last hour with re- 

ard to the President’s vomiting, a note was 
just sent to Dr. Bliss, who is now in the sur- 
geons’ room. informing him that a gentleman 








who had recently been in the private part of 
the house had said, upon Méaving the Mansion, 
that the President had vomited once this after- 
noon, and that his pulse was slightly higher. 
Dr. Bliss, in reply, wrote, ‘‘ There has not been 
any vomiting to-day.” Secretary Blaine says 
he has found things more encouraging than 
he expected. The Secretary is looking much 
better than when he left Washington. 
XIV. 

6:30 P. M.—The President’s condition is 
even better than it was this morning. There 
has been no vomiting during the day, and the 
enemata continue to be retained. Moreover, a 
teaspoonful of beef extract has been twice ad- 
ministered by the mouth and not rejected, and 
small quantities of water swallowed from time 
to time excite no naseau. The wound con- 
tinues to do well. At present his pulse is 112; 
temperature, 98.8°; respiration, 18.

9 P. M.—The President has been asleep near- 
ly two hours, No recurrence of nausea in any 
degree. Nomorphia has been administered. 
His pulse at this hour is about 110, 


XVI. 


11 P. M.—To-day has been a much more 
favorable one than yesterday, and a general 
feeling of reassurance has been gradually 
growing. The interest of theday has fcentred 
upon the condition of the President’s stomach 
from time to time, and great .encourage- 
ment has been derived from the fact 
that the nourishment taken natural- 
ly by the President has been re- 
tained. When it was decided to give the 
President the cooled infusion of beef, Dr. Bliss 
informed him of the purpose and he seemed 
perfectly willing to take it. After the first 
quantity was taken the patient showed signs 
of improvement, his pulse becoming more firm 
and regular, while it was much less frequent, 
being as low as 106 at one time. The improve- 
ment. contimued from 12:40 P. M., when the first 
teaspoonful was taken, until after 1:45 P. M., 
when the second was administered. After 
taking the nourishment the patient slept 
calmly on both occasions, He awoke after the 
first nap without experiencing any annoyance 
from the irritability or weak condition of his 
stomach; but when he awoke the second time 
he remarked to the surgeons that he tasted the 
liquid, and at this time he barely escaped being 
nauseated, and the symptoms showed that 
the stomach would not bear anything further 
to-day. One of the nurses explained the situ- 
ation by saying: ‘‘I sponged the President 
quickly and told him not to think of his 
stomach and he would be all right.” This 
suggestion, it appears, was complied with, and 
the disturbance passed away and no vomit- 
ing occurred. Dr. Bliss says it was 
then determined that it would be best 
not to attempt the administration of any 
further nourishment except by means of 
enemata for the present. The hope of the 
night. is founded upon the action of the 
patient’s stomach, dnd as it gains strength the 
confidence of his recovery increases, and vice 
versa, The Hon. Marshall Jewell called at the 
mansion this evening and requested to 
be permitted to see Mrs, Garfield. The 
request was granted, and after return- 
ing from the private quarters. the 
gentleman said that he had _ informed 
the lady of his intention to leave the city in 
the morning, and that before starting he felt 
as if he would like to hear some encouraging 
news, and asked the condition of the pa- 
tient. Mrs. Garfield responded to his question, 
“Do you think he is better?’ with ‘* Indeed I 
do; IT knowit!”’ This reply, the General says, was 
emphasized and carried reassurance with it. 
During the course of a conversation this even- 
ing, Secretary Blaine said he was in Augusta, 
Me., when he first heard of the unfavorable 
change in the President’s condition, but that 
the information as conveyed did not indicate 
any cause for immediate alarm, ‘The reason 
Secretary Blaine was not heard from before 
his arrival was because he did not deem 
it necessary to announce his coming. 
The Secretary felt more hopeful upon his 
arrival than he had expected he should 
before he reached the city, and, while he ad- 
mitted the gravety of the situation, he thought 
there was decidedly good reason to hope for 
better reports from the sick-room in the near 
future. In conversation with one of the 
President’s immediate attendants to-day, the 
subject of his general condition was referred 
to, whereupon the attendant remarked: 
‘Contrary to the general impression re- 
garding the §President’s extreme debility, 
he has without question a great deal of 
vitality yet and cannot justly be said to be ex- 
tremely feeble.’?’ A prominent surgeon said 
to-night that he had been very despondent for 
10 days previous to the recent relapss, but 
when the condition of the wound was thor- 
oughly explained, after the irritability of the 
stomach had asserted itself, he felt that 
too much’ attention had been paid to the 
wound at the expense of the stomach, and 
now that the surgeons had discovered this 
weakness, he anticipated that great care 
would be exercised over the patient’s diet in 
the future, and that all would go well. The 
gentleman said that his despondency has been 
turned into actual hope. Before the Mansion 
was closed for the night, Dr. Bliss was asked 
if there would be any more nourishment 
administered naturally to-night. ‘* No,’ he 
said,‘‘ not until to-morrow. We have made the 
experiment, and are satisfied that the tone of 
the President’s stomach has been improved by 
it.” He said, in reply to further interroga- 
tories, that everything had been going on 
finely since the evening dressing; that the 
patient had been asleep nearly all the time 
since the evening dressing occurred, and that 
no morphia had been administered for three 
days past. While all the information obtaina-

A QUIETER FEELING IN THE CITY. 
SOOTHING EFFECT OF YESTERDAY’S FAVOR- 
ABLE BULLETINS. 

There was comparatively little excitement 
in Wall-street and on the financial and com- 
mercial exchanges yesterday in consequence 
of the condition of Gen. Garfield. The stock 
market was quite depressed, and after the 
opening, when prices were a little higher 
than at the close on Tuesday, the whole 
list of stocks sagged down and closed at 
or near the lowest point of theday. The de- 
cline ranged from 1 to7 per cent., the latter 
being in Denver and Rio Grande Railway 
stock. The depression of prices, however, was 
not especially due to the danger with which 
the President is threatened, but rather to a 
variety of commercial and business influences, 


among which was the withdrawal of a large 
amount of money from the market to meet 
demands from the Southern and South-western 
banks. President Garfield’s danger simply de- 
presses the temper of speculation and renders 
a weak market tamer than it otherwise would 


At the close of business hours yesterday 
crowds began to gather, as on the previous 
evening, at the various prominent up-town 
hotels, which are the news centres at night. 
Everybody appeared anxious to learn the 
latest news from Washington, but there 
seemed to be lessof the general depression 
and alarm manifested in the same localities 
during the late terrible crisis in the patient’s 
condition. Uneasiness was still observable to 
a certain extent in the looks and con- 
versations of those who made up the 
crowd, but it seemed that the slight hope 
held out by the afternoon bulletins from the 
White House that the patient might even yet 
pul) through was sufficient to raise the spirits 
of the public and to afford them opportunity 
to hope for the best. There were fewer people 
last evening at the Windsor Hotel, where the 
brokers usually congregate, than on the pre- 
ceding evening, and they talked over the fa- 
vorable reports received with evident thank- 
fulness. The 6 o’clock bulletin, reporting that 
the patient had received and retained nourish- 
ment in the natural way, was posted about 
8 o’clock on the telegraph office window, 
and was read quietly by all present. The cor- 
ridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel and the side- 
walks around the stereopticon were crowded, 
as on Tuesday night. Every one was discuss- 
ing the same theme of the President’s chances 
of life, and the hopefulness that had replaced 
the fear and uncertainty of the previous night 
was everywhere readily apparent. The tele- 
graph office was filled with men throughout 
the evening who eagerly read the telegraphic 
dispatches posted, and often gave audible vent 
to their feeling of thankfulness that the news 
continued favorable and that a chance 
still existed of Gen. Garfield’s recovery. 


-No dispatches were received after the 6 o’clock

bulletin, and the absence of further informa- 
tion appeared to be accepted by all as an evi- 
dence that the patient was making the most 
favorable progress possible under the circum- 
stances, and, as this reassuring conviction grew 
to be more general, the crowd began to dis- 
perse slowly, and by 10 o’clock the telegraph 
office was dark and deserted, and the corridors 
were occupied by a few stragglers only. 
About 10 o’clock the cries of the newsboys 
suddenly rent the air around the hotel, and 
several of the juvenile vendors of news hur- 
ried about with extra editions of two evening 
newspapers seeking purchasers. Most of those 
who would have eagerly bought up the papers 
earlier in the evening had gone home, however, 
satisfied that the President would live through 
the night, at any rate, and the sale of the ex 
tras was not, therefore, so brisk as the news- 
boys had possibly anticipated, 

Senator Conkling is still stopping at the 
hotel, but Gen. Grant left yesterday fore- 
noon and returned to his cottage at Long 
Branch, Senator Cameron was at the hotel 
during the day, and among the crowd in the 
corridors in the evening were ex-Secretary 
Thompson and Senators Barnum and John A. 
Logan. The latter had a brief conversation 
with John Russell Young, and soon after left 
the hotel with a friond. 

Vice-President Arthur is still in this City, 
and is taking all the rest which the interva!s 
between the receiving of numerous callers 
affords him. Yesterday he received all of the 
public bulletins relating to President Garfield’s 
condition, and a few private dispatches last 
night, but the latter conveyed no information 
which differed from the official and press mes 
sages.

GUITEAU’S FEAR OF VIOLENCE. 
A STRUGGLE WITH A GUARD WHO FOUND 
KNIFE IN THE VILLAIN’S POSSESSION 

Wasuineton, Aug. 17.—The affair with 
Guiteau at the jail this morning, several 
versions of which have appeared, seems to 
have been prompted on his part by the intense 
fear which the villain has of personal violence. 
The Warden of the jail an 
count which differs from those printed here. 
Last night the guards and keepers about 
the jail were doubled, here was also an ad- 
dition to the small military force, These 
changes gave Guiteau great concern, and 
showed him that the President’s case had be- 


come much more serious, and that the increase 
of guards meant a preparation to resist a mob 
in case of the Prosident’s death. He was, there- 
fore, greatly excited during the night, and 
was pacing his cell most of the time. While 
he has not been able to hear anything about 
the condition of the President, he knows that 
he is not dead, because he has not heard any 
tolling of the bells or other demonstration. 
The doubling of all guards yesterday was the 
first real evidence he had obtained of the criti- 
eal condition of the President. 

It so happened the guard placed in the cor- 
ridor where Guiteau was confined was new to 
him. It seems that Guiteau had found in his 
cell a serap of steel a few inches long, proba- 
bly left concealed there by a former occupant, 
This was sharpened, aud Guiteau had it in his 
hand when it attracted the attention of 
the new keeper. The latter at once de- 
manded it of Guiteau, who refused to hand 
it «ut. The keeper at once unlocked the 
door, and advanced toward the prisoner. The 
latter seems to have imagined that this was 
part of a plan that some of the new men had 
for assaulting him. He at once grappled with 
the guard, but did not assault him, and seemed 
intent only on defending himself. In the 
scuffle the pistol of the guard dropped 
out of his pocket and went off, and this brought 
several keepers to the scene of the scuffle. 
Guiteau began to tremble, and showed signs 
of great fear, but became quiet and composed 
as soon as he saw that no violence was in- 
tended. Heis now evidently living in con- 
stant fear that a mob will move on the jail if 
the President dies. 

Guard McGill states that about 4:30 o’clock 
he went to Guiteau’s ceil, and noticed that 
he was apparently paring his nails. Mr. 
McGill, thinking that he might have made 
some preparations to hang himself, went 
in and asked what he had been doing. 
Guiteau replied, ‘‘ Nothing, nothing.’’ No- 
ticing the knife, he asked what he was 
doing with it and he replied, “*So help me 
God, I have none.” He then said ‘‘ Drop it,” 
in a commanding tone, when Guiteau ju ee 
up and made a cut, but fortunately McGill 
threw his head back and the knite cut the 
lappel of his coat. Guiteau was as nimble 
as a cat. Mr. McGill pulled his revolver 
out, but did not cock it, and Guiteau then tus- 
seled for its possession, exclaiming, ‘‘ Don’t 
shoot me.” McGill cocked the pistol, and he 
(Guiteau) said, ‘‘Give me my pistol,” and

OPPOSED TO ALL MONOPOLIES.

THE PURPOSES OF THE CONFBRENCE ABOUT 
TO BE HELD AT UTICA. 

Utica, Aug. 17.—Appearances do not in- 
dicate that there will be a very large or im- 
portant attendance at the Anti-Railroad Mo- 
nopoly Conference, which is called to meet in 
Utica to-morrow. Several of the delegates ar- 
rived on the field to-day, and intimate their 
belief that the attendance will number 
from 75 to 100. No steps have yet been 
taken to engage a hall for the sessions, 
and there are no head-quarters. The controll- 
ing spirit of the conference appears to be H. 
K. Thurber, of New-York, who has been on 
the look-out for delegates to-day, and acknowl- 
edge himself the prime mover. He is not 
able, however, to give avery distinct outline 
of the plans and purposes of the conference. 
He aisclaims all political objects other than 
to influence the nomixation of anti-monopoly 
candidates for the Senate and Assembly, and he 
declares that the general plan is to effecta 
non-partisan organization of all the elements 
in the State which believe that something 
must be done to hold in check the corporations 
and compel them to comply with the laws 
which create them. He denies any purpose to 
make war on the railroads as such. The 
effort will be, he says, to effect a 
permanent organization whose chief purpose 
will be to endeavor to enforce the principles 
of natural right and justice emkodied in the 
Constitution, which have been affirmed by the 
highest courts of the land. Mr. Thurber be- 
lieves that there is just now a great deal of 
feeling on this subject among the agricul- 
tural and business classes in the State, 
and that an address to the _ public 
emanating from the conference will not be 
without effect. He says the proceedings to- 
morrow will be wholly informal, as this is 
simply a preliminary meeting, but several 
papers will be read by gentlemen who have 
been invited to be present. 

It is believed that invitations to address the 
conference were sent very generally to the 
prominent public men of the State, and that 
the response will benoticeably meagre. State 
Engineer Seymour declined such an invitation. 
It is reported that Attorney-General Hamilton 
Ward is among the gentlemen whose partici- 
pation is expected. A secret meeting of the 
dozen delegates here was held to-night, at 
which the name of Gen. A. 8S. Diven, of El- 
mira, was proposed for Chairman.

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MARRIOTT BOSWELL, OF BALTIMORE, CAUGHT 
IN DISHONEST PRACTICLS., 

Bautimorge, Aug. 17.—Much excitement 
was created in this city to-day by the dismissal 
of Marriott Boswell, Clerk to the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and a well-known poli- 
tician, for embezzlement.

PARNELL DENOUNCING THE EXECUTION Ot 
THE COERCION BILL—PRESS S8TATE- 
MENTS OF SATISFACTION WITH THE LAND 

BILL IN ITS PRESENT SHAPE. 

Lonpon, Aug. 17.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, ona motion for going into sup- 
ply, Mr. Parnell moved that the Coercion act 
had not been administered in accordance with 
the pledges which the Ministers had given 
when they induced Parliament to suspend the 
Constitution, and he declared that the action 
of the Government in regard to coercion pre- 
vented any gratitude for the Land bill. It 
was well known, he said, that but for the 
Land League the whole strength of 
the House of Commons would have been 
unavailing to force the Land bill through 
the House of Lords, He = thought 
the Irish ‘people would be wise if 
they continued to rely upon their own ex- 
ertions, which had procured them such an in- 
stallment of just rights. Messrs. Lalor, Daly, 


and others followed Mr. Parnell, the principal 
point made by all the speakers being that the 
ower of arrest under the Coercion act had 
ae used to crush political agitation, and not 
against the ruffians whom the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, Mr. Forster, denounced in his 
speech introducing the Coercion bill. dir. 
William Johnson, Solicitor-General for Ire- 
land, replied, denying these accusations. 
He said he hoped that before long, 
when peace and order had been thor- 
oughly restored, the prison doors might be 
opened. Mr. Anderson, (Advanced Liberal,) 
member for Glasgow, joined Mr. Nolan in 
urging the release of the suspected persons. 
In urging their immediate release he said if 
the Government waited until every one in 
Ireiand was contented with the Land bill the 
release of the prisoners would be long de- 
ferred. The debate was then adjourned. 

The Times, in a leading article this morning, 
says: “If we go back to Mr. Gladstone's 
speech in the House of Commons on the intro- 
duction of the Land bill, it will be seen that 
the bill in its present shape as fully satisfies 
the conditions of the solution then contem- 
plated by Mr. Gladstone as the original 
project. With regard to Ireland, there ought 
to be no difference of opinion, among the 
tenant farmers at least, in regard to the 
value of the bill, It gives them all, and more 
than all, that reasonable men among them ex- 
pected, or even demanded, down to this time 
last year.” 

The Daily News, ina leading article, says; 
‘There can be no doubt that the leaders of 
the Land League will make capital out of the 
interference of the House of Lords with the 
Land bill. We regret that opportunity has 
been offered them of saying that the Lords 
spoiled the bill, put reasonable men know that 
the bill is not spoiled. We do not believe the 
Lords damaged it enough to substantially com- 
promise the value of its beneficient operation.”

Martinez y 
Campos has addressed to the French courts 
for the annulment of her marriage with Count 
San Antonio, described as the ** grandson of 
Marshal Serrano.”’ Mlle. Martinez y Campos, 


a relative of the ‘‘ Pacifier of Cuba,” was mar- 
ried last October.

ofage, and brought with her a dowry of 5,000,- 
000f. The Count was only 20, and not nearly 
so well off. It was a love match, people said, 
and after the ceremony the young couple 
started for London, there to spena the honey- 


moon, Only when the case is pleaded—and 
not then entirely, if the tribunal, as I fear, 


should elect to sit with closed doors—shall we 
know all the circumstances of that eventful 
journey which has for sequel a demand in 
separation on grievances of which the one 
stated is: ‘‘ She believed and hoped to have 
married a person of a different sex from her

Martinez ?”’ The case is curious, and more 60 
asit is impossible to suppose that the relatives 
of the young persons should always have been 
ignorant of their sexes. Decidedly we are in 
presence of a mystery. 

This month of August is especially fruitful 


in queer lawsuits, partly because the Summer 
vacation is approaching and the functionaries 
of the Palais de Justice are anxious to get 
through with unfinished business. Still more, 
because the parties interested in judicial sep- 
aration cases are desirous to bave as few 
auditors as ‘possible to their scandalous de- 
velopments. I don’t think that I ever saw on 
the stage, or read ina novel, anything more 
extraordinary than the situation of Mlle. 
Aglaé-Marguérite Picault, whose mother 
refused to admit her identity in or- 
der to prevent the revindication of the 
young woman’s claims to her part of 
ner father’s inheritance. Defunct Picault 
married a French dress-maker some twenty 
years ago, when he was a commercial travel- 
er, which profession he afterward gave up to 
become aland agent. Not more fortunate at 
the commencement of his new than he had 
been in his old trade, M. and Mme. Picault 
eked out a very precarious existence, until one 
day there came to the office a handsome 
Scotch girl, Miss Silvia-Philippa d’ Arusmont, 


a sort of modern Diana Vernon, said to be the 
heiress of a large property in the United States, 
located in ‘*Transylvania,’’ say the newspa- 
pers, for which I suppose should be read Penn- 
sylvania. Silvia-Philippa had no relatives, no 
one from whom toaskadvice. Picault had been 
represented as active, energetic, and intelli- 
gent, and withal poor; she proposed that he 


should accompany her to America, and Picault 


consented, without a moment's hesitation, his 
wife concurring in the resolve, as a temporary 
separation seemed about the only chance of 
saving herself and her three daughters from 
starvation. A twelvemonth passed, with oc- 
easional remittances trom the absent man, 
who finally requested Madame to join him 
with the children, which she did, and she de- 


olares she was sorry for it, asa week’s resi- 


dence on the Arusmont plantation convinced 


her that its mistress and ber husband were 
something more than friends. 

Mme. Picault would not accept the second- 
ary rédle which she was expected to play, 
and returned to Europe with two of her 
children, leaving the eldest with her father, 
who had then begun tocall himself Guttery 


d’Arusmont, and who soon after his wife’s de- 
parture obtained a divorce in Indiana and 


married the Scotchwoman, ‘with!whom he 
lived until last year, when his death was an- 
nounced at Vienna, and the widow Picault en- 
tered suit for the property left by the deceased 
to be administered by the notary M. Prud- 
*homme. At the same time Aglaé Marguérite 
presented herself, and was surprised to learn 


that her identity as the dead man’s daughter 
was contested, I should have stated that pre- 


vious to her demand for the liquidation 
of the Picault succession, Mme. Picault No. 1 
had obtained from the civil tribunal of the 
Seine a judgment by which the marriage of 
Mme. Picault No. 2 was declared null and void, 
and that Aglaé-Marguerite, who seems to have 
always been on cordial terms with her second 
mother, had positively declined to share in her 


mother’s prosecution of her father for bigamy. 
Possibly it is in this refusal that may be dis- 
covered an explanation of the old cp ie sin- 
gular attitude, which was so decided that the 
notary, although morally persuaded of the 
truth of Aglaé’s assertions, was forced to de- 
clare that the legal proofs were insufficient, 
as the letters and documents produced by her 
were sometimes in the name of ‘‘Ag- 
laé Marguérite Picault,” sometimes in 
the name of “Aglad Guttery;” often 
in the names of “La Guittérie’ or “ d’Arus- 
mont,” according to the fancy of her father, 
who also styled himself indifferently ‘‘ Dr. Gut- 
tery, ofthe State of Pennsylvania,” ana ‘‘ De 
la Guittérie d’ Arusmont.’’ :The mother’s behav- 
ioradded to M. Prud’homme’s perplexity: she 
did not pretend that the claimant was an im- 
postor, she simply refused to answer any and 
every question put by the court, declaring 
through her solicitor that she trusted entirely 
to the justice of the Bench. This enigmatical 
attitude was extremely embarrassing; as the 
Deputy Attorney-General remarked, the sit- 
uation was more bewildering than that of 
King Solomon, whose appeal to the maternal 
heart was at once answered; whereas here 
the mother—neither the counsel nor the 
Judges, any more than the Notary, doubted 
for an instant the relationship—was inexor- 
ably dumb. 

As a last resource, M. Potier had an inter- 
view with the widow in his private office. He 
showed her old letters, photographs, evidence 
—moral evidence—which cannot be questioned, 
and he besought her to avowthetruth. It 
was a hard tussle, but the lawyer got the best 
of it at the end, and in Saturday’s session in- 
formed the court that the following declara- 
tion could be filed: ‘‘I recognize that Agiaé- 
Marguérite Picault is my daughter; I have 
never denied the fact’—the resemblance be- 
tween the two women is very striking— 
‘*but she hurt my feelings; she preferred 
a stranger to her own mother, and I will 
have nothing to do with her.”’ The mission of 
justice was remarkably simplified by this reve- 
fation, but the question is not yet settled; the 
point now at issue is, What will the widow get 
out of the community prorerty left in America 
by the man Vicault, and acquired, by him after 
his illegal union with Silvia d’Arusmont? ‘To- 
morrow it is expected that the court will give 
judgment, and she may be a very rich woman, 

ut it is not sure, and, meanwhile, Aglaé-Mar- 
guérite, who evidently unites the wisdom of 
the serpent to whatever other qualities she 
may possess, wishing to leave nothing to 
chance, has compromised with the Scotch- 
woman for 300,000f. and a renunciation of all 
ulterior claims on the estate. 

Case No. 3, which may be more interesting 
because the persons concerned are better 
known, is the suit brought by Mrs. Stern,, in 
the Fourth Chamber, aguinst her husband, the 
so-called American banker, who is summoned 
to pay down a provision of 25,000f., and to 
make a monthly allowance of 6,000f. pending 
the decision of the American courts on her ap- 

lication for a divorce. Mr. Stern’s career has 
ae full of accidents, of ups and downs, Born 
in one of the Baltic Provinces, ne was at one 
time a schoolmaster, later a tax collector, 
but having had some disagreeable experience 
in that profession he threw it up, 
left his unappreciative country, and em- 
igrated to England, where ho _ took 
to speculation in stocks, married an English 
girl, from whom he was soon divotced, failed 
twice, again changed his residence to America, 
and there made a large fortune during the re- 
bellion, as an army contractor, after which 
he came to France and married the wealthy 
Mile. Avrial, with whom he also had difficulties 
which resulted in a scandalous suit for nullity 
of marriage just before the Franco-German 
war,. The second Mrs. Stern died before 
judgment ‘was given.

A SALOON KEEPERS VIGOROUS BLOWS

night of June 20 Hibbard entered Carlin’s saloon 


under the influence of liquor, and was very surly. 
He got a drink’and refused to pay for it. Picking up 
a bowl containing crackers, Hibbard was about to 
hurl it at Carlin’s head, when the latter stepped 
from behind the bar with his club and dealt him 
two savage blows over the head, inflicting 
two scalp wounds. ‘The Police entered 
and arrested Carlin for assault. He was 
discharged by a_ Police Justice the follow- 
ing day, Hibbard decliniag to appear and 
proseoute the charge against him. On Sunday last 
Hibbard, who had been drinking heavily ever since 
the affajr, was removed to the Homeopathic Hos- 
pital, raving with delirium and suffering with com- 
pression of the brain, the result, it is alleged, of 
the scalp wounds received during the Carlin fracas. 
Carlin was immediately rearrested by Detective 
Price, of the Vanderbilt-avenue Police station, 
and was held to await the result of Hibbard’s in- 
juries.

A CROP WHICH PROMISES TO IN- 
CREASE LARGELY. 

THE STATE NOW THIRD IN TOBACCO-RAISING 

STATES—LARGE RETURNS, OF A HIGH 

CLASS, IN THE SOUTH-EASTERN COUNTIES 


—AN IMPORTANT FACTOR IN STATE PROS- 


PERITY. 


West CuHeEstTeR, Penn., Aug. 17.~—No other 
crop now attracts so much attention among the 
progressive farmers of this part of Pennsylvania as 
tobacco. One thing only checks what would other- 
wise be an enormous increase in its cultivation— 
the opposition of many persons to the use of ‘‘the 


weed” on moral grounds. In this county, Chester, 


and that adjoining on the south, Delaware, the 
Friends form, as they have done since the arrival 
of Penn, a large and influential element of the agri- 
cultural population, and they are,as a rule, de- 
cidedly opposed to the use of tobacco In any form, 
though they have not, as has been represented, 
made its cultivation or use a matter of 


“discipline,” Lancaster County, however, has 


been the great centro of Penrtsylyania to- 
bacco-culture, and from its success there 
the farmers of all the adjoining counties 
are taking their cue. York County, across the 
Susquehanna from Lancaster; Dauphin, on the 
north, and Chester on the east, are all beginning 
to raise the crop extensively, and in other coun- 
ties up the Susquehanna, wherever there is deep 
bottom land along the streams, or in the “‘ coves” 
of the mountains, tobocco will show by 1890a 
very large acreage. Nothing elso in the agricul- 
tural situation of Pennsylvania presents so impor 
tant a phase asthis, The great competitionof the 
West is heavily felt by the farmers here, in all the 
cereal crops, especially wheat and corn, and like- 


wise inthe feeding of beef cattle, so that those 
who are not sufficiently near Philadelphia to make 
the best use of its markets for fancy dairy prod- 
ucts and fresh vegetables, are wronay driven to the 
cultivation of crops to which the wholesale work 
of the Western men is not so well adapted. 

The growth of tobacco-culture in Pennsylvania 
is shown by the census statistics of 1830, compared 
with those of 1870, as follows:

These figures sufficiently exhibit the whole busi- 
ness. The acreage and the quantity produced, it 
will be seen, are almost precisely ten times as great 
as in 1870, and the value of the crop, prices being 
lower,is about nine times as large. The progress 
has been such that now only two States of the 
Union produce more tobacco than Pennsylvania, 
and these are the great Southern growers of the 
crop, Kentucky and Virginia. ‘ennesgee and North 
Carolina are already exceeded} and Connecticut, 
whose tobacco product has been famous for years, 
{s far behindin her crop, the yield of that State, 
(the crop of 1879 is the one shown by the cénsus,) 
being only 14,000,000 pounds, as ‘against Pennsyl- 
vania’s 27,000,000. The Pennsylvania tobacco, like 
that of Connecticut and Massachusetts, is alto- 
gether ‘‘seed-leaf,” and that raised in Lancaster 
County has attained a high repute among the cigar- 
makers. The soil of all South-eastern Pennsylva- 
nia isabout equally adopted to its production, no 
doubt, andthe reputation established will be sus- 
tained by the crops raised {nm York, Dauphin, 
Berks, Chester, Delaware, Montgomery, and 
Bucks. The careful and systematic methods of 
arming so long pursued here, and to which the 
steady and patient character of the people is so 
well adapted, insures that the quality will be main- 
tained and the quantity per acre kept at the high- 
est point. Upon this latter point, indeed, the fig- 
ures of the census are highly interesting. Ken- 
tucky, which stands at the head of the tobacco- 
growing States, raised only 756 pounds per_ acre, 
and Virginia, which comes next, only 673. . North 
Carolina got only 471 pounds per acre. The deep 
soil and more careful culture of the North were ex- 
hibited fn all the States of this region that raised 
the crop. Connecticut showed highest, with 1,629 
pounds per acre; Massachusetts next, with 1,599, 
(the deep bottom lands of the Connecticut River 
Valley furnishing this high yield for both States;) 
Pennsylvania next, with 1,840; New-York fourth, 
with 1,827; Wisconsin fifth, with 1,284, and Ohio 
sixth, with 1,001 potnds, No other State reached 


1,000 pounds to the acre. and no other Northern 
State has given much attention to the crop. 

The yield of Lancaster County for the past three 
years has probably averaged one-half the whole 
product of the State, and this ratio may be main- 
tained for a year ortwoto come,as the increase 
in the cultivation in that county will bo as large as 
the spread into adjoining regions. The value of 


Lancaster County’s crop of 1880 is estimated at 
$2,500,000, the area being about 1,500 acres, and the 
whole product 15,000 bales. Lancaster City has be- 
come a great tobacco mart. About a hundred 
warehouses for storing the crop have been built 
there, some of them with a cupacity as great as 
5,000 cases, (1,000 tons.) Scores of buyers from the 
cities and the cigar-making towns attend there to 
purchase, many of them going through the 
county to visit the farmers personally, and 
competing keenly in order to secure a par- 


ticularly desirable lot. The “plain people’? who 
form so large a part of Lancaster County’s inhabl- 


tants—mostly German peace sectarians, the Men- 
nonites, Dunkers, Omish, and others—are largely 
engaged in the culture, not many of them having 
such moral objections to tobacco as the Friends, 
while the large operators in agriculture, such as 
Col.James Duffy, of Merietta; ex-Senator Simon 
Cameron, (who has a number of farms at and near 
his birth-place, at Donegal, and takes a close in- 
terest in them,) and Col. James Young, of Middle- 
town, Dauphin County, are also giving a large 
share of attentlonto the crop. Col. Duffy had in 


last year 75 acres, and realized from it about 
$12,000. Senator Cameron this year had one 
field of 37 acres on a Donegel farm, which 
was much injured by a local hail-storm a 
few days ago. The Lancaster County product is 
usually graded into three quatities—** wrappers,”’ 
** seconds,”’ and “‘fillers.’”” The best of last year’s 
crops brought prices of about 30 cents, 8 cents, 
and 5 cents per pound for the three grades, these 
figures, however, being above the average. The 
census figures of pounds produced and crop value 
show a return of little less than 13 cents per 
pound. The yield in Lancaster County in 1879 (the 
census crop) was better thanin 1880, ‘ta poor 
stand”’ being obtained in the latter year, and the 
season being, on the whole, not favorable. It is 
estimated that the product of 1879 was 18,000,000 
pounds, being alittle more thanas much as the 
crop of all the other counties in the State. 

The season this year has not been very favorable 
to tobacco, though, on the whole, probably as 
good us the season of 1880. A general drought has 
affected all the crops of South-eastern Pennsyl- 
vania that mature later than the beginning of July. 
Corn will be short, late potatoes are in many 
places a failure, and the pastures have been seri- 
ously affected. This general statement, however, 
is to be qualified by the fact that there have been 
occasional local rains which have somewhat re- 
lieved the drought. Inthe tobacco region, up to 
the beginning of August, there had been enough 
of these showers to carry the crop along, mostly, 
and those fields that were started earliest, having 
the advantage of the June rains, had so advanced 
as to be little affected. Later fields, however, on 
dry soils, in places not favored with showers, have 
suffered severely. A large crop, which was the 
promise of the earlier part of the season, is now 
impossibie, and it is represented that the heat and 
dry weather have thickened the leaves of the late 
planted, so that they have become ‘foxy’’—an un- 
favorable condition. On the whole, the crop must 
be much less than a good one, and more likely to 
be less than greater than that of 1880. 

The future of tobacco-raising in Pennsyivania— 
referring especially to the south-eastern counties— 
is apparently very plain. ‘The soilis well adapted 
to the crop, and the farmers are now initiated in 
the best methods of culture. The repute of the prod- 
uct is good, and the market is already well estab- 
lished. The great fact of allis the greater profit. 
No other crop now offers so good a return. The 
census figures show that the money receipts per 
aere were about $170, and as this result included 
all the experimental operations of new growers it 
is fair to regard $180 as an average return 
of skillful and experienced culturists, and $200 
asapossible return in good years. Alongside of 
this, nearly all other crops present a discouraging- 
ly low showing. Thus, wheat, of which 25 bushels 
peracre is a high average crop, may sell at an 
average price of $1 25 per bushel, making $31 25 for 
the grain, and perhaps $8 75 for the straw, $40 per 
acre, altogether. Corn, counting in the ‘‘ fodder,” 
may do about as well. Possibly, under the system 
of farming generally followed here, by which grass 
for hay and pasture follows wheat, the manure and 
labor given the corn and wheat shonid be partly 
charged to the grass, and a share in the latter crop 
would somewhat increase the figures given—$40 
per acre. but even then they are very low compared 
with the tobaeco, at $180 per acre. The latter, it 
is true, requires more labor, but in a farmer’s fam- 
fly, where all are workers, !t is not so much a 
question as to what crop can be raised with least 
exertion, but what will give the largest return of 
ready money from a given area. Around Philadel- 
phia, in late years, the cultivation of potatoes has 
much increased, and these are a good crop if care- 
fully managed. But the average yield being about 
200 bushels to the acre, (and this signifies 
a good soil and good management,) the 
averago price is about 75 cents per 
bushel, making no more than $150 per acre. 
Potatoes require rather less lubor than tobacco, 
but they must be marketed in the city, while to- 
bacco can be sold at home. These points of differ- 
ence nearly equal each other. Aitogether there is 
no doubt that the census of 1880 will show the 
Pennsylvania crops of tobacco to have doubled and 
— quedrupred. One hundred millions of 
pounds will be a moderate estimate of what will be 
grown in the State 10 years hence.

DAMAGING CHARGES AGAINST A PROMINENT 


CITIZEN. 


Some time since Tax Times published the 
case of the trial of a Paterson church Trustee who 
was on trial for immoral conduct in seducing a 
young lady of that city. Thetrialhas just been 
concluded, resulting in the conviction of the ac- 


cused before a jury of 12members of the different 


Methodist churches of the city. The accused is 
Mr. A. R. Rutan, one of the oldest undertakers of 
Paterson, and a man some 60 years of age. He be- 
came acquainted with the girl—Miss Mary Vicker- 
man, aged about 18—at her mother's funeral, 
at which he officiated. The circumstances came 
out througb the girl's confession to Dr. 
Kinne, who attended the accouchment. She was 
very low, and it was supposed at the time to be her 
dying statement. Dr. Kinne, however, brought 
her through, although the baby died. The Doctor 


happened to bo a member of the Market-Street 
Methodist Church, to which Mr. Rutan belonged 
also, having been a prominent member for many 
—. The Rey. Mr. Dally, the Pastor, hearing of 
t, went to see the girl when. she recovered, 


and got her statement, and that resulted 


in the preferring of charges for immoral 
conduct. The investigation has been_ very 
thorough and has lasted for sometime. The de- 
fense was an attempted alibi, but it was not suc- 
cessfully established, and the trial resulted in Mr. 
Rutan’s conviction. The penalty is dismissal from 
the church. It is said that Mr. Rutan will appeal 
to the General Conference. It is also said that 
Miss Vickerman will institute a civil suit through 
the courts for damages. Mr. Rutan still denies the 
charge and stigmatizes it as an attempted black- 
mail. The prominence of the accused makes ita 
very sensational matter in Paterson. 
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BOSTON GLOBE THEATRE RIGHTS. 
From the Beston Transcript, Aug. 16. 
Forty-nine suits growing out of the Globe 
Theatre rights held by Bostonians under the pro- 
prietorship of the late Arthur Cheney have been 
brought in the Superior Court for Hartford County, 
Conn. Mr. Cheney, who was a resident of Man- 


chester, Conn., died in 1878, and the suits are 
brought against his wife, Emeline, an Executrix. 
The papers in each case set forth that Mr. Cheney 
leased to the plaintiff, in consideration of $1,000, 
the right to use and occupy a certain orchestra 
seat in the Globe Theatre for 18 years (or until 
June, 1892,) said seat to be occupied only when the 
theatre was open for regular performances, during 
the regular theatrical season of about 40 weeks, the 
lessee to obtain his ticket and notify his intended 
use ot the seat by 9 P. M. of the day preceding the 
performance. it was further stipulated in each 
lease that, if Mr. Cheney or his heirs or as- 
signs should elect to discontinue the building as a 
theatre, they were to have the right to do so, on 
paying or tendering to the plaintiff such propor- 
tion of the $1,000 as the time to elapse before June, 
1892, should bear to the full term of 18 years. In 
May, 1878, Mr. Cheney closed his connection with 
the theatre, and the new managers refused to 
recognize the leases to the plaintiffs, or to per- 
mit them to ie i the seats. In November, 1878, 
Mr. Cheney died, and his wife was appointed 
executrix of his estate. The  piaintiffs 
further allege that neither Mr. Cheney nor 
the executrix of his estate ever refunded to 
them the proportionate share of the $1,000 to which 
they claim to be entitled by the terms of their 
leases. For this violation of contract $2,000 dam- 
ages is claimed, and a second count in the writ 
names $1,500 as damages for deprivation of the use 
and enjoyment of the seat in each case, While 
each plaintiff, as noted above, claims $3,500 dam- 
ages, the real sum involved is the proportionate 
part of the $1,000 for the unexpired part of the 18 
years. The plaintiffs had the use of the seats for 
three years, or one-sixth of the period of the lease, 
and would, therefore, appear to be entitled to recov- 
er at least $833 each, with interest, with such further 
damage as the court might award. Mr. Cheney 
was of the wealthy Cheney family, silk manufac- 
turers of Manchester, and his estate is solvent. 
The cases will probably not reach trial until next 
Spring,

The team of Solomon 
Barth, a merchant of St. John, Arizona, was at- 
tacked on the 7th on the Rio Quemado, 140 miles 
from here, by 18 Indjans.J/Juan Salas, who sat by 
Barth’s side, was killed. Thelatter escaped by the 


horses running away. The Indians killedtwo men 
in Rio Quemado the same day. Last Thursday the 


game party of Indians attacked Barth 35 miles 


south-west of Belen, but were repulsed. He re- 


ports that the road is ined with dead oxen and 
sheep, and that the Indians have burned all the 
ranches within their reach. The number of 
persons the savages have killed in the last 10 
days is known to exceed 20. Barth met 
Capt. Parker at Cienega last Friday morning, 
and gave hima guide and informed himof the 
direction taken by the Indians. The Captain, 
With 20 well-mounted soldiers, started in pursuit, 
being only six hours behind. The Indians are 
dressed in citizens’ clothing, captured from Barth's 
train, and can only be distinguished at close quar- 
ters. The Navajos at Alaccat Alamo are believed 


to be in with the hostiles, as they get a share of the 
plunder. 


**Dispatches from Socorro have caused general ex- 
citement. Public meetings have been held, and 61 
volunteers are ready to answer the first call. Ad- 
vices at the military head-quarters are that since 
the fight 35 miles west of Sabinat, Capt. Parker 
has continued the pursuitof Nana’s band, and 
Lieuts. Guilfoyle and Wright are also on the trail 
with 40 men. The bandis going south. They killed 
three American miners and two Mexican sheep- 
herders 30 miles from Socorro. Several 
squads of troops under Gen. Hatch are due 
south of the band, attempting to prevent its es- 
capeinto Chihuahua. So far the troops have had 
four encounters with the Indians, who, if they 
find they cannot escape, will doubtless scatter and 
goto the Mescalero Reservation, where they will 
be safe from pursuit and punishment. The yolun- 
teer company under Tranguillo Luna is still out, 
guarding the settlements. It is reported that 
another band of Indians crossed the railroad near 
El Paso, going towards the Florida Mountains, 


and a detachment of troops has been ordered to 
scour those mountains.” 


_A special dispatch to the 7ribune from Crane’s, 
New-Mexico, dated yesterday, says: ‘A telegram 
from Laguna states that ina letter received last 
night from Miguel Chaves, of Alamosa, dated Aug. 
10, it is reported that his ranch had been attacked 
by the Apaches, who drove off the whites and cap- 
tured 300 head of cattle. The Indians in that vicin- 
ity on the Sth and 6th inst. killed and captured 13 
men. Two hundred well-armed men leave Crane’s 
to-morrow morning for the vicinity of Alamosa, 50 
miles south-west of here, where the Indians are 
still lurking. Capt. Parker, with i9 men, engaged 
the Apaches under Nana 25 miles west of Sabinet 
on Friday, the 12th inst., and fought an hour and 
a half, with the result of one man killed, one miss- 
ing, and three wounded. The Indian loss was 
about the same. The Apaches moved eastward 
after the fight, and are expected to cross the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Road at Cariso Creek.” 

McCarry’s, New-Mexico, Aug. 16.—Two Mexican 
scouts report that two Indians attempted to rob a 
ranch near old Fort Wingate. One of the two was 
killed and the other driven off. 

Antonita, Col., Aug. 17.—Three herders were 
attaeked by Indians in a pass near Amargo last 
night.

PROTECTING INDIAN INTERESTS. 
SILVER IN INDIAN TERRITORY—A HOME FOR 
THE DAKOTA PONCAS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Advices have been 
received at the Interior Department from Indian 
Agent Hunt, at Anadarko, Indian Territory, an- 
nouncing the discovery of rich and extensive silver 
fields near Fort Sill, within the limits of the Kiowa, 
Comanche, and Wichita Indian Reservation. 
Agent Hunt also informs the department that ille- 


gal attempts are being made by white men to 
locate mineral claimsin these fields. The matter 


was to-day referred to the Secretary of the Inte- 


rior by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, with 
the request that troops be furnished to protect 


Indian interests in the newly discovered fields from 
intruders. 

A delegation of 19 Indian chiefs from the Sloux, 
Ponca, and Winnebago tribes, recently called to 
Washington by the Secretary of the Interior, held 
a conference with the Secretary and the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs at the Interior Department 
to-day. The conference was called with a view to 


settling some disputed questions of boundary 
rights on their respective reservations, After the 


delegates had assembled Secretary Kirkwood 
spoke to them, through interpreters, as follows: 
“Thirteen years ago the President sent Com- 
missioners to make a treaty with the 
Sioux. A treaty was made, and by that 
treaty the land that had been given to the 
Poncas was given tothe Sioux. The land of the 
Poncas being thus taken away from them and 
given to the Sioux the Poncas had no land left to 


live upon. Four years ago the Poneas were re- 


moved from Dakota to the Indian Territory anda 
majority of them are there now. A part of the 
Poncas were not willing to livein the Indian Ter- 
ritory and, with Standing Bear, left there and are 
now near their old reservation in Dakota. At the 
last session of Congress, the white man’s great 
council, money was appropriated, some to go to 
the Poncas down in the Indian Territory, and some 
to those in Dakota. Part of this money was to be 
spent in putting up some buildings for the Poncas 
who are in or near Dakota. But we can't build 
houses without land to build them on, and the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs and I have brought 
the Sioux and the Winnebagos and the Omahas 
here to see if we ean get land trom one or the other 
of these tribes on which these houses may be built. 
Now, we want the Sioux and the Omahas and the 
Winnebagos to go back to where they are stay- 
ing and talk this matter overamong themselves, and 
see if they are willing to have the Poncas, under 
Standing Bear, have part of theirland,that they may 
have a home; and come back here to-morrow and 
let us know their conclusions. Say to the Poncas 
that after we have heard to-morrow from the 
others we want to seo them and talk with theni 
with the view of seeuring themahome at the 
— most agreeable to them if we ean do it.”

IMMIGRATION DURING JULY. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics roports that during the month 
of July, 1881, there arrived in the Customs districta 
of Baltimore, Boston, Detroit, Huron, Minnesota, 
New-Orleans, New-York, Passamaquoddy, Phila- 
delphia, and San Francisco 62,589 passengers, of 
whom 56,607 were immigrants, 3,859 citizens of the 
United States returned from abroad, and 2,123 
aliens not intending to remain in the United States.’ 
Of this total number of immigrants there arrived 
from England and Wales 6,693; Ireland, 5,387; Scot< 
land, 1,320; Austria, 1,941; Belgium, 120; Denmark,

THROTTLED BY DEMOCRATS 


HOW MARYLAND IS KEPT IN THE 
BOURBON RANKS. 

PROOF OF THE FALSE REGISTRATION LISTS 
IN BALTIMORE—-A DEMOCRATIC QUARREL 
BRINGING OUT THE TRUTH—OVER 20,000 
FRAUDULENT NAMES-—-THE TRIALS OF 
REGISTERS. 

BartTmoreE, Aug. 17.—The population of 
the city of Baltimore, according to the census 
pf 1880, is 332,190. The registration lists of 
this city contain the names of 87,936 voters. 
This is in proportion of 1 to 3.77. In other 
words, there is one voter to less than every 
four persons. Again, according to the census 

“of 1880 the male population of Baltimore is 

157,861, and, as stated, there are 87,936 names 

on the voting lists. Thus the number of names 

of voters stands to the male population in the 

proportion of 1 to 1.79, or about 1 to 1%. 

Summing up these figures, they would show 

that in the city of Baltimore four persons out 

of every fifteen and four males out of every 
seven are voters—according to the registration 
lists. 

The absurdity of the figures is manifest at 
once. At the outside there are not over 65,000 
voters in the city, and it follows that upon the 
registration books—the voting lists of the city 
of Baltimore—there are 20,000 to 25,000 names 
which should not be there. Ne one can ques- 
tion, no one does question, these facts and fig- 
ures. Of thd 20,000 names (to take the lowest 
limit) which are on the books and which 
ought not to be there, a small pro- 
portion, a fifth or so perhaps, are there by 
mistakes, by the impossibility of keeping track 
of the movements of voters to and from the 
city. The remaining names are there by fraud, 
and are kept there by orders of the Demo- 
cratic ring which has made elections in Mary- 
Jand, and in Baltimore particularly, a by-word 
among all honest men, These names are kept 
apon the books and voted upon year after year 
to carry out the willand do the work of such 


men as Arthur P. Gorman, the United States 
Senator, from Howard County; of George 
Colton, the Police Commissioner, from How- 
ard County, and the other members of that 
ring that rules and ruins in Maryland. Talk 
about Baltimore being well governed! No 
city can be well governed when the very 
foundation of the suffrages of its citizens is 
rotten through and through. The eleetions in 
Baltimore do not, and have not for years past, 
expressed in any way the will of its people. 
They never can until these lists are purged 
and the ballots of legal voters alone are re- 
ceived upon election days. 

Efforts made from time to time to secure 
the removal from the registration lists of the 
aames which are fraudulently upon them have 
60 far met only with failure. Democratic 
Legislatures have biennally refused to pass a 
registration law which shall secure an hon- 
est ballot. But the main fault as the 
books stand is chargeable to the Registers 
-—those now in office and their Democratic 

redecessors—who have been merely the tools 
nthe hends of their masters, the ‘‘ bosses,”’ 
who have used them and their work to roll up 
Democratic majorities. Particular attention 
is being directed to this subject at present by 
the fact that the Democratic Governor of 
Maryland, the Hon. William T. Hamilton, has 
called a number of these registration officers 
to account, and is now giving them a 
public trial, charging them with mal- 
fFeasance in office and a failure 
to perform their duty. It has been stated be- 
fore in THE TiMEs that there is war in the 
Democratic ranks in Maryland. It began at 
the last session of the Legislature, in 1880, and 
grows warmer as the election this Fall for the 
Legislature of 1882 draws near. The Governor 
leads one faction, while the Gorman-Colton 
ring leads the other. Gov. Hamilton is a good 
farmer, an honest man, I think, but petulant, 
easil excited, terribly profane when ex- 
cited, and not a match for the shrewd Senator 
Gorman or the wily Police Commissioner Col- 
ton. These Registers who are now on trial be- 
fore him are his own appointments. He ap- 
pointed them when the breach between him- 
self and the ‘* bosses’? was not so wide or so 
deep as itis at present. Many of them were 
Registers at the time of his elec- 
tion over the Republican candidate, 
James A. Gary, a notoriously fraudulent 
election in this city as well as in the counties. 
Thus in a measure he owes his election to their 
work, Yet many of the Registers are Gorman 
or anti-Hamilton men, and it is charged, with 
some degree of plausibility, that the Governor 
has entered upon these trials of the Registers 
merely for the sake of making political capi- 
tal for his faction of the party, (no one buta 
Bourbon Democrat can understand this kind 
of political capital,) and that should he remove 
some of the Registers, he would supply their 
places by others’ not one whit better, though 
of his own political stripe. 

Whatever may bethe Governor’s motives and 
intentions, these trials are certainly bringing to 
light some remarkable facts in regard to the 
way the registration of the city has been 
managed. The trials are conducted at the 
armory in theCity Hall. The Registers on 
trial are George Garlin, of the Sgcond Ward; 
W. J. Cunningham, of the Fourth; John Ma- 
bon, of the Ninth; Ambrose Emory, of the 
Tenth; Walter C. Roberts, of the Thirteenth ; 
James Dundon, of the Sixteenth, and Henry 
Beebo, ofthe Eighteenth. The charges against 
them are specified as follows: 

First—That at the last registration the Regis- 
ter did not make an alphabetical list of voters, 
with the name of every voter placed in the list 
of the precinct where he resided, and the resi- 
dence of each voter set opposite his name, and 
that he did not make out a fair copy of the list 
of voters by precincts, with their residences 
opposite their names, and deliver the same to 
the Sheriff, whereby he made himself guilty 
of misconduct. 

Second—That the copy delivered to the 
Bheriff did not contain a single residence op- 
posite the voters’names. If he didnot know 
the residences, he is incompetent. If he knew 
them and failed to place them opposite their 
names, he is guilty of misconduct. 

Third—That the Kegister was informed by 
the United States Supervisors that a large 
number of names upon the list were spurious, 
pr of dead men or of men disqualified from 
voting in the ward, and that the Supervi- 
sors then and there offered to prove by 
rompetent testimony that diligent inquiry and 
search had been made in the ward for the per- 
bons whose names it was demanded that the 
Register should strike off, and that such per- 
pons could not be found and are notin the 
Baltimore Directory for three years prior to 
1880, and not in the United States census list 
for 1880, Yet, notwithstanding this demand 
and offer of proof, the Register refused to 
ptrike the names from the registration lists, 
and failed to diligently inquire and accurately 
-pscertain whether such persons were qualified 
voters or not, whereby such Register has been 
guilty of incompetency .or misconduct in 
office. 

The trials have been going on for several 
weeks and are now drawing toaclose. While 
the defense has been confessedly better man- 
aged, from a legal point of view, than the 
prosecution, yet sufficient evidence has come 
out not only to convict these Registers, but all 
the others, as well as the entire registration 
system. It has been shown that the Registers 
bave time and again refused to strike from 
the lists the names of persons “vho have been 
buried tor years, of persons who have been a 
long time residents of other cities, &c., while 
the Registers themselves admit that none of 
them carried out the provisions of the law re- 
quiring them to place the residence of each 
voter after the name. In the course of the 
trial the following table was submitted, giving 
an insight into the number of fraudulent 
names upon the registration books of the

THE CLOSED SPRAGUE MILLS. 


—_+>---—-— 
EFFECT OF THEIR STOPPAGE UPON THE 
BUSINESS OF AUGUSTA. 

A Sunday quiet reigns over the north end of 
the city of Augusta, Me., in the vicinity of the cot- 
ton factories. The whir of the tireless spindle has 
ceased. The curtains have been drawn, the ma- 
chinery carefully cleaned and oiled, and the doors 
locked. When the mills will start up again is sim- 
ply a matier of conjecture. They may be run- 
ning again in a month, and they may be 
closed for a much longer period. The bet- 
ter class of the operatives—those who 
have something laid by for a rainy day—will re- 


main in Augusta for a few weeks, while the French 
Canadians are swarming out of the city. These 
latter go to Biddeford, Waterville, Lewiston, and 
a few to Lawrence. The tenement-houses in the 
vicinity of the factories are fast being depopulated. 
When the mills shut down about $6,000 was due 
the help. Many of the operatives sadly needed 
the amounts due them, and sold their claims to the 
traders on the street for nearly the face value. We 
hear of one grocery firm that purchased $1,000 
worth of books. Our merchants, with one or two 
exceptioas, do not experience any marked falling 
off in business on account of the closing of the 
mills. Augusta has a large country trade, and the 
bulk of our population is made up of well-to-do 
people who have money “salted down” in various 
enterprises which yield paying returns, 

By the closing of the Sprague mills in Rhode Isl- 
and and Maine some 10,000 or 12,000 people are 
thrown out of work. Fortunately the most of them 
will have no difficulty in securing remunerative 
employment at once. Now that these mil!s are shut 
down, and the capital invested in them “locked 
up,’’ a tremendous pressure will be brought to bear 
to have this famous bankrupt case settled 
once for all. The full court of Rhode Island 
Judges is to assemble soon to _ consider 
the matter. If they decide that Mr. Chaffee has a 
legal right to continue the sale of the Sprague 
property the mills will undoubtedly soon be 
started. Ifthe matter is reopened a long and 
tedious legal fight will be inevitable and the mills 
will lie idle for some time. Wright. Bliss & Fabyan 
are pressing Chaffee fora clear title to the prop- 
erty-in Augusta. We are informed that if they get 
possession of the water-power they will proceed 
with the erection of two or three new factories, 
= have already picked out sites for such opera- 
tions.

OUTRAGES ON THE MEXICAN FRONTIER. 
From the San Francisco Examiner, Aug. 9. 

A gentleman of this city has received a let- 
ter from his son, who is residing at San Felipe, in 
the State of Sonora, Mexico, from which the fol- 
lowing is an extract. It is dated July 10, and gives 
an idea of the horrible atrocities which are being 
perpetrated in that section by a band of outlaws 
and renegades: ‘“‘There has been considerable 
raiding upon our immediate frontier, and acts have 
been committed that almost put an Apache to 
shame. Anold man who was coming in witha 
burro-load of traps he had been to Charleston to 


buy was killed, being shot a number of times, and 
his body was forced into the carcase of the burro 
after the animal had been gutted. Now, thisisa 
favorite act of the Apaches, but as there’ are no 
hostile Apaches about just now, and a band of 
Texan raiders;were retiring along the road after 
being whipped near Fronteras, and the old man 
was found by the pursuing parties, the evidence is 
pretty clearly established that they were the ones 
who committed the deed. This isaterribly dis- 
graceful thing for the nineteenth century, is it not? 
And to think that white men belonging toa civil- 
ized country should be the perpetrators ! Stealing 
cattle and shooting down their owners, with out- 
raging women, are not uncommon occurences here, 
but when it comes to killinga poor, solitary old 
man, (even if he was a half Yaqui,) and stuffing 
him into a burro, is getting down almost too mean 
foranything. These acts are a terrible disgrace to 
the United States, and ought to be put down with 
a strong hand. Why, persons who upon my ar- 
rival upon the frontier were looking forward with 
pleasure to the opening up of American communi- 
cation with this district have been obliged to leave 
their ranches and retire into the interior of the 
State, many of them beggared. Don Rinaldo Elias, 
who extended to me the kindest hospitality 
npon my arrival, and who was always noted for 
bis a to Americans, has been robbed of 
nearly vee ead of stock he had. He is only one 
of many sufferers. The force of troops along the 
frontier of Arizona, New-Mexico, and Texas ought 
to be at least 5,000 men. I suppose that it is report- 
ed to the press and the people of the United States 
that raiding is going on from both sides of the line, 
but I have yet to hear of one single head of beef 
cattle being driven into Sonora. It does not stand 
to reason that cattle would be run to the poorest 
market to be sold. Twelve to geeventeen dollars 
per head can be got from the United States Gov- 
ernment contractors for Indian supplies, and no 
questions asked. Here at the present time it would 
be hard to get more than from $4 to $7, and nearly 
impossible to receive the money without proving 
ownership. You can, therefore, judge for yourself 
where the blame falls,”

LIGHTNING’S LIVELY WORK. 
From the Raleigh News and Observer, Aug. 16. 

A few minutes after the terrible storm of 
Saturday began, a blinding flash of lightning and a 
stunning report alarmed the people in many parts 
of the city, for all thought the bolt had fallen in 
their immediate vicinity. It was found that the 
lightning had struck the two-story dwelling at the 
corner of Hillsboro and West streets, recently oc- 
eupied by Mr. W. H. Dodd, and now by Mr. S. W. 
Brewer. The bolt struck a cornice, thence glanced 


to a window, knocking off the eap on the outside 
and throwing it 40 feet away. It also started the 
inside cap an inch or two from the wall. In fact, 
it shivered the entire window-frame. From the 
inside cap it leaped to a pair of scissors hanging on 
a nail, partly melting the handles, and next 
took a tancy to a riding-whip made of a 
small rod of steel covered with cord. It 
burned the cord where it struck this, and 
also where it left it, the points of entrance and 
exit being but a few inches apart. It struck no 
other object, but seemed to explode in the room. 
Mrs. Feldt, of Warrenton, whois ona visit to Mr. 
Brewer, her son-in-law, was in the room, lying on 
a lounge, about four feet from the window. She 
was much affected by the shock of the explosion 
and by the direct effect of the lightning. On her 
cheek is a scorched piace. She was made entirely 
deaf for hours, and is only now beginning to re- 
cover her hearing. Noone else in the house was 
hurt. Two gentlemen who live on the square op- 
posite the house of Mr. Brewer state that they saw 
at the instant the blinding flash came a ball of fire 
fall nearly tothe ground, just between the house 
and a blacksmith’s shop to the eastward. When it 
was but a few feet above the ground it exploded 
with a report astonishingly !oud.

JOHNNY SKAE'’S CHANGED FORTUNE.

A dispatch from San Francisco says: ‘‘ The 
sudden fall of mining stock speculators from affiu- 
ence to poverty was never better shown than in 
the case of Johnny Skae, once one of the leading 
millionaires of this city.

When Comstocks were booming he 
owned a great block of California, which was esti- 
mated to be worth $10,000,000. He had great faith 
dn the promise of dividend-paying and refused to 
sell out. Assessments finally came and he has 
been gradually crowded to the wall. He has been 
lavish in expenditures, having great taste for fine 
horses, &c. He built astable on California-street, 
afew blocks above the palaces of Stanford and 
Crocker, which cost $40,000. It was finished inside 
with costly woods and contained all the latest ap- 

liances for equine comfort. With the wreck of 

is fortune this stable was sold, passing into the 
bands of Finnegan, a well-known horseman on this 
coast. Skae dropped out of sight for some time, 
but last Spring he acquired a brief noteriety trom 
the fact that he caught small-pox and was removed 
to the pest-house . 
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WATCHING THE FLYERS 


SPIRITED RACING AT LONG 
BRANCH AND SARATOGA. 
THREE OF PIERRE LORILLARD’S HORSES 
WIN AT MONMOUTH PARK—THE FIELD 
AND THE FAVORITES DIVIDE THE HON- 
ORS—LARGE ATTINDANCE AND EXCITING 

SPORT. 

The fourth day of the meeting at Monmouth 
Park passed off successfully, despite the unpro- 
pitious weather. It was cold and wet throughout 
the afternoon, but, although it rained continually, 
not enoagh water fell to injure the track or inter- 
fere with the sport. The programme was 80 at- 
tractive that the attendance of spectators was 
much larger than anticipated under the circum- 
stances. Six races were decided, and the honors 
were equally divided between field and favorite. 
Mr. Pierre Lorillard was particularly fortunate, 
for his horses won three of the races, but he was 
not present toenjoy theirsuccess, which was lucky 
for the book-makers. The following are the de- 
tails of the sport: 

THE MILE DASE. 

The sport was initiated with a dash of one mile, 
for a purse of $500. Winners of 1881 of $2,000 to carry 
7 pounds, of $3,000 10 pounds extra; the winner 
of the first race on Monday (Sir Hugh) to carry 7 
pounds more than he then carried. This had four 
entries, and all of them came to the post, viz.: The 
Shrewsbury Stable’s br. c. Duke of Montrose, 4 
years, by Waverly out of KeJpie, 118 pounds, (Bar- 
bee;) D. J. Bannatyne’s b. f. Imelda, 3 years, by 
Virgil, out of M. A, B., 102 pounds, (Connor;) James 
E. Kelly’s b. c. Edenderry, 3 years, by Glenelg, out 
of Squeez’em, 107 pounds, (Costello,) and August 
Belmont’s b. c. Jack of Hearts, 3 years, by King- 
fisher, out of Nellie James, 107 pounds, (Evans.) 
The race was considered a very close one between 
Duke of Montrose and Edenderry, and in the auc- 
tion pools they sold at $125, while Jack of Hearts 
brought $20, and Imelda $5. The last betting in the 
books was even against the Duke and Edenderry, 
five to one against Jack of Hearts, and sixteen to 
one against Imelda. They received a beautiful start, 
the four getting off together, but as soon as they got 
under way Barbee sent Montrose forward to make 
the pace, and on the} turn he had pushed out 
a length in front, while Imelda took the 
second place and challenged Montrose. Reach- 
ing the quarter pole, Montrose was half a length 
ahead of Imelda, while at the latter’s quarter ran 


Jack of Hearts, a neck the best of Edenderry. 
Down the back stretch Montrose still kept to the 
front, and Imelda was second, while Edenderry 
had taken the third place from Jack of Hearts, as 
Evans took a pull on the latter. At the half-mile 
pole Imelda was still at the girth of Montrose, but 
as they came round the lower turn Imelda gave it 
up and fell to the rear, while Jack of 
Hearts made his run. Montrose now had 
a lead of a length, and kept it to the three-quarter 
pole, Jack of Hearts being second, a neck before 
Edenderry, and he a length in advance of Imelda. 
When they came up the home stretch Edenderry 
gave it up, and there wasa hot fight between the 


Duke and Jack of Hearts, but the former held com- ; 


mand, and reached the goal a winner by aneck and 
shoulders. Four lengths back came Edenderry, 
third, ten lengths before Imelda. Time—1:4534. 
The mutuals paid $11 40. 


THE FIVE FURLONGS, 


The second race was a selling affair for 2-year 
olds; purse $500; three quarters of a mile. The 
winner was to be sold for $3,000, and if entered to 
be sold for less, 1 pound was allowed for each 
$200 down to $2,000; then £ pcose for each $100 
down to $1,000, and 1 pound for each $50 down 
to $500. These conditions brought to the post D. D. 
Withers’s bay filly, by Macaroon, out of Faverdale, 
to be sold for $1,000, 92 pounds, (McKinney;) Pierre 
Lorillard’s b. f. Flight, by Alarm, out of China, 
for $1,800, 100 pounds, (Shauer;) George Lorillard’s 
b. f. Bouncer, by Leamington, out of Elastic, for 
$1,000, 92 pounds, (Ural:) D. McDaniel’s b. f. Sarah 
Bernhardt, by Harry Bassett, out of Penny, for 
$650, 85 pounds, (Barnes,) and August Belmont’s b. 
f. Olivia, by The Ill Used, out of Olitipa, for $1,000, 
92 pounds, (Brennan,) In the auction pools 
Bouncer was the favorite at $200, while Flight 
brought $200, Olivia $130, and the field $70. In the 
books five to four was offered against Bouncer, 
two to one against Flight, nine to two against 
Olivia, ten to one against Withers, and ten to one 
against Sarah Bernhardt. They were gatheréd at 
a point midway between the quarter and half 
mile poles, and the lot got away on the 
first attempt, with Sarah Bernhardt in front, 
Flight second, Withers’s filly third, Olivia fourth, 
and Bouncer in the rear, moving slowly. When 
they reached the half-mile pole Sarah was show- 
ing the way by half a length, Olivia second and 
the Withers filly third. On the lower turn Olivia 
outran Sarah, and got a head in fronteof her, 
while Withers’s filly closed, and lspped Sarah, who 
shortly after fell back. Reaching the three-quarter 
pole, Olivia was showing a neck ahead of Flight, 
who was running very strong, while Bouncer fol- 
lowed into the third place. When they turned 
into the home stretch Flight came forward, and, 
taking a commanding !ead, won the race by two 
lengths, while Olivia gained the second place by a 
neck from Bernhardt, who was two lengths ahead 
of the Macaroon filly and Bouncer. The time was 
1:0514, and the mutuals paid $14 40. There was no 
bid for the winner. 


THE MILE AND AN EIGHTH, 


The third event on the programme was a free 
handicap sweepstakes for 3-year olds of $25 each, 
if not declared out, with $500 added; the second 
to receive $125 out of the stakes; one mile and a 
furlong. There were six nominations, and all of 
them responded to the judges’ call. These were 
J.W. Bell’s b. f. Bona Fide, by Bonnie Scotland, out 
of Euchre, 87 pounds, (Onley;) the Pelham Stable’s 
b. o. Eole, by Eolus, out of War Song, 116 pounds, 
(Barbee;) D. D, Withers’s bay colt, by King Ernest, 
out of Nina, 88 pounds, including 1 pound over, 
(Ural;) August Belmont’s b. f. Fillette, by King- 
fisher, out of Filigree, 105 pounds, (Evans;) D. J. 
Bannatyne's b. f. Erasure, by Virgil, out of Blun- 
der, 90 pounds, (McCann,) and Geoge L. Loril- 
lard’s b. f. Aella, by Glenelg, out of La Hender- 
eon, 110 pounds, (Costello.) Notwithstanding 
his heavy weight, Eole was a stanch favorite, 
and in the auction nools brought $150, while 
Fillette sold for $85, Aella $60, Erasure $30, and the 
field $20. In the books it was two to one against 
Eole, Fillette, and <Aella, five to one against 
Withers’s colt, ten to one against Erasure, and 
fifteen to one against Bona Fide. The start 
from the furlong pole was a very fine one, as 
they all got under way together, and they were 
in a ruck as they ran up to the judges’ stand, 
where Withers’s colt showed a head in front of 
Aella, who was a neck in advance of Eole, at 
whose girth ran Fillette, with Erasure fti'th, 
and Bona Fide in the rear, a_ position 
which she maintained throughout the race. 
Going round the turn the Withers colt set a good 
pace and shot outalength in front of Aella, and 
the pair ran nose and tailtothe quarter pole. At 
Aetla’s heels was Fillette, a length before Eole, 
with Erasure fifth and Bona Fide sixth.

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TYPHOID FEVER AT RUGBY. 
ESE NS 
MORE THAN FIVE PER CENT. OF THE POPU- 


LATION ATTACKED—TWO FATAL CASES. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial, Aug. 16. 

It will bea matter of deep regret to many 
friends of the English colony at Rugby to learn 
that an epidemic of typhoid fever has made its ap- 
pearance there, and has already earried off two 
victims, one of whom, Mr. Dayken, was a most ac- 
tive member of tho so-called Board of Aid. The 
successive occurrence of 10 or 12 cases of prostra- 
tion with nervous symptoms and dlarrheain the 
short space of two weeks soon excited the sus- 
picion of Dr. Kemp, the physician on duty at the 
grounds, that he had something to deal with more 
serious than mere prostration by heat, which the 
disease was first generally considered to be, and at 
the suggestion of the board, with the ap- 
proval of the physician, counsel was sum- 
moned from Cincinnati to aid him in the 


treatment of the cases, and in the discovery 
and removal of the cause, as has been already 
stated inourcolumns. Dr. Whittaker, anda after- 
ward Dr. Underhill, on receipt of telegraphic dis- 
patches, repaired to Rugby, and, together with Dr. 
Kemp, at onde proceeded to study the symptoms 
of the disease. It was soon agreed upon that all 
the cases were suffering from a common malady 
differing from each other only in degree. On the 
arrival of the Cincinnati physicians Saturday night 
last there were but six cases confined to bed, and 
of these two were already comatose and in articulo 
mortis. Both of these cases died in the course 
of the night, and opportunity was thus offered of 
confirming the suspicions that had been enter- 
tained by the physicians in the post-mortem exam- 
{nation that was made at once. It had 
become pretty clearly evident, 80 soon 
as a sufficient number of cases had ac- 
cumulated, that all the patients were 
suffering from blood-polsoning, and the symptoms 
pointed strongly to typhold fever. After a week 
of malaise, the disease set in with sharp pain ia 
the back of the head and neck, painin the back, 
fever of gradual increase, and, after a week of 
preliminary constipation, diarrhea, which contin- 
ued throughout. More or less mental hebetude, 
apathy, or muttering delirium characterized all 
the cases, and with this array of symptoms contin- 
uing into the second week, the physicians speedily 
arrived at the conclusion that they had to deal 
with typhoid fever. The post-mortem examination 
confirmed this opinion, as the lesions peculiar to 
the disease were found in the intestinal walls. 

The next step, of course, was to discover the 
possible source of infection. It was soon ascer- 
tained that the only source common to all the 
cases was the drinking water. Three of the 
cases were at this time lying in the hotel itself, and 
three othersinasmall building at a distance of 
two or three blocks, which had been erected as an 
annex to the hotel, but had now been very wisely 
appropriated by Dr. Kemp asa hospital. But near- 
ly all the colonists in any proximity to the hotel, 
and miany of those far removed from it arein the 
habit of taking one or ali thelr meals. 
The excessive heat which penetrated even the 
groves of Rugby led to the use of large 
quantities of water, and in this way, 
it is believed, the disease was spread. 
Rugby is rather unfortunate in the matter of drink- 
ing water. Most of the water is drawn from a 
kind of shallow artesian well, bored through the 
rock in close proximity tothe hotel, but as this well 
does not furnish a constant supply, water Is also 
drawn from a cistern, but 12o0r15 feet from the 
well. This cistern was dug as a well, but as no 
water was reached it was walled up, cemented, 
and filled with rain-water from the roof. The long 
drought of five weeks soon emptied this reservoir, 
and it became necessary to haul water from the 
streams, the White Oak and Clear Fork, tributaries 
to the Cumberland, some half a mile away. But 
in the meantime the cistern had become very 
foul. Decomposing animal and vegetable matter 
was found in it insuch quantities as to sicken the 
workmen engaged in cleaning it, and it is believed 
that at this time the cistern may have become the 
receptacle of the dejections from the first case of 
the disease. Whether the subsequent cases were 
contracted by drinking the water from the cistern 
or from the well, which, removed from it butafew 
feet, might easily receive its poison by percolation 
through its walls, is a question not yet settled, but 
injunction was at once put upon the water from 
both cistern and well, and it is hoped that the fur- 
ther advance of the disease is checked. _ 

There are, at the present time, about 20 cases, a 
pretty heavy percentage in a population of not 
quite 400 in all. Among the victims 1s the young 
lady, daughter of Mr. Hastings Hughes, in whom 
the attack as yet, at least, is mild. The oldest 
child of Mr. Richard Mitchell, of this city, was 
brought here on the first appearance of illness and 
is at present seriously sick.

A PAWNBROKER SWINDLED.

I've been swindelt out of 50 
tollar, by shiminy.”’ There was a quiet gleam of 
satisfaction in the lounger’s eye as he scanned his 
interrogator and repiied that he had not seen any 
men at all leave the pawnshop. What had hap- 
pened there was this: When the two sharpers en- 
tered the place one of them unscrewed from his 
shirt bosom a large, glittering brilliant, eres 
of the best water, and, laying it upon the pawn- 


broker’s palm, asked him whether he could make 
a loan upon it for a few days, asthe owner was a 
little ‘hard up.” The broker examined the spark- 
ling ornament in every light, and it showed good 
fire whichsoever way it was surveyed. ‘“‘I want 
$90 on it,” the man said. ‘'It’sa three-carat stone, 
and it’s worth far more than that,"* he remarked, 
as he dazzled the broker’s eves once more with 
the gleams of light.

OLIVE CULTURE IN GEORGIA. 
From the Columbia Hnquirer-Sun, Aug. 14. 

We have in our office three olive twigs, each 
bearing an olive of the genus Olea. They are of 
the veritable commercial olive of oriental celeb- 
rity, and were imported from the Mount of Olives, 
& mountain of Palestine celebrated in Biblical his- 
tory, and a few hundred yards east of Jerusalem. 
These olives were grown on Mr. F. D. Thornton’s 
place from trees originally imported by Mr. John 
Mulford, the horticulturist. Inthe Atlantic States 
the olive was introduced before the Revolution 
and at several times since, and is perfectly hardy 
and fruitful in South Carolina. The chief obstacle 
to its cultivation seems to be the fact that its crop 
matures just atthe time when all the labor is 
needed to secure the cotton. It has lanceolate or 
lance-oblong leaves, which are pale green above 
and rather whitish beneath. The fruitis used for 
various purpose, but principally asa fruit and for 
oil. The fruit is too bitter to be eaten unless 
pickled, and varies in size from an acorn to a large 
plum. The specimen sent us is of the genus Olea 
and of the fruit Huropea.

a recognition of their strength and influence. 
If public sentiment is not ripe for the 
erection of anti-monopoly into a distinct 
political issue, its advocates can afford to 
wait. The time isnot far off when either that 
issue will be held to represent the most vital 
principles of current politics or when it will 
be included in some more comprehensive 
generalization, on either side of which will 
be ranged the two great political divisions 


of the Union. 
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Gov. HAmintTon’s war against the Gor- 
man-Colton ring, in Maryland, whatever 
may be the motives of the Governor, is 
bringing to light many abuses in the politi- 
cal system of the State. Gov. HamILTon is 
charged, by his Bourbon opponents, with a 
desire to make political capital by his prose- 
cution of the Election Registers. Never- 
theless, it has come out that the election 
lists are burdened with thousands of names 
of persons who are not voters, and to iden- 
tify whom no attempt has been made. 
It is absurd to say that four out of 
every seven males living in Baltimore 
are lawfully entitled to vote. And 
yet, this is just what is shown on the face 
of the lists. The Democratic Legislature of 
the State has steadily refused to enact a suit- 


able registry law. The Election Registers 
refuse to correct the lists or to say where 
are the voters whose names can be found on 
those lists—and nowhere else. The trial of 
these officers brings out most damaging and 
conclusive facts. Nevertheless, the Mary- 


land Bourbons angrily declare that the trials 


are instigated for political effect. The Gov- 
ernor, his opponents, and the accused offi- 
cers are all Democrats. Precisely where the 
** political effect’? comes in does not appear. 
But it does appear that popular suffrage in 
Baltimore is a sham and a delusion. 


The annual report presented to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association at its meeting at Sara- 
toga yesterday is supposed to furnish an ac- 
count of the most noteworthy changes of 
statute law on points of general interest 
made by Congress and 32 State Legislatures 


at their recent sessions. If faithfully pre- 


pared to serve that purpose, it reveals rather 
more vividly than it appeared before the 
utter barrenness of the legislation of the 
country so far as it relates to ‘‘ points of gen- 
eral interest.’’ Only twoacts of Congress were 
found to be ‘‘of particular importance,”’ 
and one of these is only important to the 


Territories. While the Bar Association 
report finds so little of general interest in 
recent legislation, its standard is not particu- 
larly high. The inspection of water reser- 
voirs in Vermont, the prescribing of school 
text-books in West Virginia, the teaching of 
social and moral science in Minnesota, and 
the planting of trees on a particular day in 
Michigan can hardly be regarded as matters 
of tremendous moment to the lawyers 
of the country. The general drift of 
legislation, so far as can be gathered from 
this report, is toward greater legal equality 
of women, and ‘especially married wom- 
en, with men; the regulation of railroads; 


the establishment of health boards and pro- 


tection of the public health, and the sup- 
pression in the South of dueling, the free 
use of deadly weapons, gambling, and 
trafficking in intoxicating liquors. On the 


whole, we get an idea that the immense 


mass of legislation with which the country 
is yearly inundated is very far from being 
indispensable. 


REPUDIATION WITHA DIFFERENCE 
‘A leading Democratic newspaper of the 


South—the Charleston News and Courter— 


with a tone that closely approaches inso- 
lence, tells the ‘‘ Northern Republicans that 
they are playing with edged tools when 
they surrender to MAHONE and make them- 
selves the allies and accomplices of a band 


of levelers.’ We do not know pre- 
cisely what it means by “‘levelers,” 
but if the term signifies men who are 
determined that all citizens shall stand on 
the same level of rights and privileges be- 
fure the law, it defines a class with which 
Northern Republicans are, and we trust al- 


ways will be, in alliance. What it means 


by ‘playing with edged tools’’ is made 
quite plain. ‘‘It requires,’’ says the Wews 
and Courier, ‘*a stern regard for abstract 
obligations and considerable self-control to 
keep the Southern people on the na- 
tional debt paying line. The nation- 
al debt represents the cost of con- 
quering the South and the Southern peo- 
ple pay their share of it. Isit prudent to 
teach the South that there is no harm in 
supporting a repudiating policy, if votes can 
be won by it?’ This statement and inter- 
rogatory is variegated with italics in the 
Charleston paper, but it is plain enough and 
emphatic enough without that disfigurement. 
The arrogant assurance of its talk about the 
*« stern regard’’ of the South for ‘‘ abstract 
obligations,’’ and the suggestion that it may 
be taught a ‘‘ repudiating policy’’ by North- 
ern Republicans, is a step beyond the sub- 
lime. 

According to acarefully prepared state- 
ment made and published by Roper P. 
Porter, of the Census Bureau, twelve 
Southern States in ten years or thereabout 
repudiated and scaled down their aggregate 
of debts from $273,205,185 to $113,967,2438, 
making the amount repudiated and scaled 
off $159,237,942, or considerably more 
than half the whole indebtedness. South 
Carolina figures in this record as hay- 
ing by this non-paying process re- 
duced its debt from $24,782,905 to $7,175,- 
454, or by more than two-thirds. We do 
not vouch for the accuracy of Mr. PortER’s 
figures, and we know that they have been 
disputed, but however much they may vary 
from exactness they afford a substantial 
illustration of the South’s ‘‘ stern regard for 
abstract obligations’ and the instruction it 
needs in a repudiating policy. We have 
no doubt that the disposition which 
is implied in the News and Courier’s 
threat exists among Southern Democrats, 
who always assume to be the ‘Southern 
people,’’ but it is neither a stern regard for 
abstract obligations nor self-control that 
keeps them on the national debt paying line. 
They cannot stand anywhere else and 
dare not try. If the South, controlled 
by Bourbon Democrats, could repudiate 
the national debt, we have no doubt 
it would do so, but its  disposi- 
tion is not backed by the power. 
If it wants to give new life to the sectional 
issue, if it wants to throw away all it has

gained toward the recovery of political 
power in national affairs, if its Bourbon 
Party wants to be forever beaten out of 


sight and buried in eternal infamy, all i 


needs to do is to act on the hint and under- 
take to carry out the threat of its Charleston 
organ. Nothing would more rejoice the 
hearts of Northern demagogues of the 
William E. Chandler type. 
But, notwithstanding its foolish vaporing, 
the News and Courter knows very well that 
Northern Republicans do not favor,and never 
have favored, a repudiating policy in Vir- 
ginia or elsewhere, or taught that there was 
no harm in supporting it if votes could be 
won by it. We would be glad to see some 
sign of an honest debt-paying party in Vir- 
ginia with any chance of success. The 
Bourbon Democrats are not a_ debt- 
paying party. They declare themselves in 
favor of making an effort to ‘‘ secure 
a settlement of the public debt’? on the 
‘* basis of a three per cent. bond,’ and pledge 
themselves ‘‘ not to increase the present rate 
of taxation.’”’ That is the principle of the 
Riddleberger bill precisely. There is abso- 
lutely no difference between the Bourbons 
and the Readjusters in regard to the princi- 
ple of debt-paying or the policy of repudiat- 
ing, and the reason is simply that what the 
Charleston paper calls the ‘‘ Southern peo- 
ple’ have no ‘‘stern regard for abstract 
obligations,’’ and in Virginia will not sus- 
tain any party that proposes an honest pay- 
ment of the whole debt according to the 
terms of the contract. Such a party does 


not exist there because the public sentiment 


of the State will not sustain it and give it 
any hope of success. 

Here, then, are two parties, neither of 
which proposes an honest payment of the 
State debt, and neither of which is any more 
honest or honorable in that respect than the 


other, and one of these parties is sure to 


carry the election in November. To which 
will Northern Republicans naturally give 
their sympathy and moral support? So far 
as the debt question is concerned, to neither. 
They are both made up largely of ‘‘ South- 
ern people,’’ and have the ‘‘regard for ab- 


stract obligations’ characteristic of those 


people. Sympathy and support must be 
determined by other considerations. And 
does Charleston contemporary im- 
agine they will go out spontane- 
ously to the proscriptive, reactionary, 
hide-bound Bourbons of the Jubal A. Early 
type, or that they can be deterred from go- 
ing with the liberal movement, which prom- 
ises equal rights for citizens and honest 
elections by weak threats of repudiating 
the national debt? It should have learned 
before this time that Northern Republicans 
are not made of that kind of stuff.

GOVERNMENT PROTECTION OF LIFE 

The Revised Statutes of the United States 
contain one ‘‘title,’’ No. 52, covering 
twenty pages of the volume and divided 
into some one hundred sections, devoted to 
the ‘‘ Regulation of Steam Vessels.’’ Itis 
subdivided into two chapters, one relating 
to ‘Inspection,’ the other to the ‘‘ Trans- 


portation of Passengers and Merchandise,” 


and the provisions of both are intended to 
secure for the passengers on board steam- 
boats the greatest possible security. These 
provisions cover a great variety of minute 


details, and convey, as well, certain general 


grants of power to Government officials, 
which ought to secure very tangible and 
valuable results. The officers to whom the 
enforcement of the law is intrusted are 
a Supervising Inspector-General and ten 
Supervising Inspectors, «ll appointed by 


the President and the Senate, together with 


two Inspectors ineach of some thirty-eight 


districts, appointed by a board consisting of 
the chief officer of Customs for the district, 
the District Judge, and the Supervising In- 
spector. In addition, the Secretary of the 


Treasury may appoint Assistant Inspectors 


wherever their services are required, This 
force ought to be ample. 


The requirements of the law are extensive 
and strict. ‘They cover the structure of the 
hull of vessels, the accommodations for pas- 


sengers and crew, the precautions against 
fire and for its extinction, and the means of 


saving life in case of accident. They fur- 
ther embrace a great number of details in 
regard to boilers, the material, the rate of 
pressure to be allowed, the arrangement of 
the parts, the precautions against explosions, 


the control of safety valves, of signal wires, 


&e. They go further, and define the condi- 
tions under which Captains, chief mates, en- 
gineers, and pilots may obtain licenses, and 
the obligations which rest on these officers. 
The number of passengers which may be 
carried by any vessel is fixed by the Inspec- 
tors, and must be certified to and the certifi- 
cate strictly complied with. Life-boats, life- 
rafts, life-preservers, are subject to similar 
discretionary regulations. 

These regulations are framed by the Su- 
pervising Inspectors, together with the In- 
spector-General, who meet annually, or 
oftener, for that purpose, and when ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Treasury 
the regulations have the force of law. 
There are various penalties, some of them of 
considerable severity, attached to any viola- 
tion of the law or of the regulations, while 
by the license system the Government retains 
in its hands an apparently complete control 
of the business which the statutes seek to 
regulate. What is the net result ofjthis 
elaborate system? That very much is done 
under the law to add to the safety of pas- 
sengers there can be no doubt. But it is no- 
torious that accidents do happen, and with a 
frequency which is by no means reassuring, 
and in every case there is testimony, appar- 
ently convincing, of a distinct violation of 
law. The disquieting feature of the situa- 
tion is that no adequate punishment follows. 
A stray officer gets his license suspended 
or revoked, but one is rarely fined, 
no one suffers heavily in purse or peace of 
mind, and the next disaster shows that it is 
seldom that any one is even frightened into 
a stricter observance of his obligations. 
That the extensive machinery of inspection, 
of compulsory precautions, and of licenses, 
does really make life as secure on steam ves- 
sels as it ought to be is a pretension which 
its most ardent admirers will hardly main- 
tain. 

A striking piece of evidence as to the 
working of the. system is the recent expe- 
rience of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
connection with it. The law which estab- 
lished the system was passcd more than ten 
years ago, and contains nearly all its essen- 


tial features. ‘Yet when Mr. Wrxpom came 
into office he found that there was so much 
neglect, apathy, and want of energy among 
the Inspectors and the Supervising Inspectors 
that he was obliged to take very determined 
steps to bring these officers to a realizing 
sense of what they owed to the Government 
and to the public. The main difficulty 
with the law in this case, as in nearly every 
instance of like legislation, is that there is 
no adequate motive for its enforcement. Cer- 
tain prohibitions are enacted and certain re- 
quirements are put on the statute-book; but 
the penalties by which they are to be en- 
forced are left to be inflicted by the dilatory 
and clumsy mechanism of the District At- 
torney’s office. On the other hand, the in- 
specting officers are paid very moderate 
wages, have no prospect of promotion, and 
have hitherto been subject to the risks 
and uncertainties of a political civil 
service. They .are no worse—on 
the whole they are probably better— 
than the average of the men employed 
by the Government. But that they are 
not as efficient as they might and ought to 
be is shown by the fact that their inspection 
does not prevent frequent and very disas- 
trous accidents. It is probable that any sys- 
tem of governmental supervision will always 
be more defective than one undertaken by a 
private agency—as is notoriously the case 
when we compare the Government inspec- 
tion of boilers with that of the boiler insu- 
rance companies both in this country and in 
England. But the present system could be 
made more effective by proper inducements 
for fidelity and skill and by more liberal pay. 


On the other hand, it is probable that 
neglect or evasion of the law would be more 
rare if in every case of accident to life or 
limb the owners of a vessel were made 


liable to reasonable damages, unless they 
could prove affirmatively that they had 


fully complied with the law. At present 


sufferers are given certain rights of damages 
against owners and officers. but it is almost 
impossible to establish them. A negative 
must be proved first, and even then the 
defendants fall back on the strong defense of 


contributive negligence. The fact of injury 


being established, it would be but common 
justice and common sense that the burden 
of proof that the injury was unavoidable, or 
not due to the fault of owners or officers, 
should be placed distinctly on these latter. 


THE DELUSION OF WENDELL 
PHILLIPS. 


There is something about the occasional 
appearance and reappearance of Mr. WeEn- 
DELL Puriuirs which irresistibly reminds 
the average person of the ‘‘ Here we are 
again !’’ of the indefatigable and eccentric 
joker of the sawdust ring. Not that we 
would intimate that Mr. Puriures is jocose, 
or even that he is not often seriously worthy 
of the consideration of mankind. But 
these lucid intervals are infrequent. Now 
and again, to be sure, he assails some 
moss-covered and barnacled abuse in 
a manner which delights and_ enter- 


tains. But oftenest he runs a tilt 


against a wind mill beating the air 


and shouting himself hoarse over the enormi- 
ties of imaginary foes, to the infinite amuse- 
ment of some and the mental obfuscation of 
many. We are persuaded that, if Mr. WrEn- 


DELL Paris should chance to take it 


into his head that the study of the science 


of astronomy is pernicious, he would pour 
out upon the astronomers, the planets, and 
the solar system generally, a torrent of invec- 
tive, sarcasm, and abuse which would cover 


with shame the most remote member of the 


sidereal show, and plunge into chaos and 


black night that portion of the inhabitants of 
the earth which has been addicted to the 
baleful practice of observing the heavenly 
panorama. 

The reappearance of Mr. WENDELL 


PHILLIPS in the arena of controversial poli- 


tics is occasioned by his desire to say his say 


upon the subject of the case of the alleged 
HARTMANN, Nihilist and political assassin 
by profession. By one of those curious 
idiosyncrasies which an indulgent public 


has always allowed to Mr. WENDELL PaxIL- 


Lips, that gentleman has connected Hanrrt- 


MANN With the Fugitive Slave law and the 
‘‘peculiar institution,’? as we were once 
wont to refer to Southern slavery. Mr. 
Puiitures has heard, in his remote New- 
England retreat, that some person con- 


nected with the State Department has said 


that if Russia should ask for the alleged 
HARTMANN the Government of the United 
States would be obliged to give him up. It 
does not matter that Russia has not asked 
for the alleged Hartmann, nor that the 
riginal statement of the alleged views of As- 
sistant Secretary Hirr has been denied. 
With such obsolete and moldy things as 
facts Mr. WENDELL PHILLIPS has no con- 
cern whatever. He spurns a fact as he would 
a time-worn precedent. It cancut no figure 
in his case. What would become of Mr. 
PHILLIPS’s rhetoric, pray, if he were obliged 
to consider facts? Mr. WENDELL PHIL- 
Lips dealing solely with facts would cease 
to be entertaining, or even eloquent. 

So, having assumed that Assistant Secre- 
tary Hirt said (as he did not say) that Hart- 
MANN would be extradited if he came to this 
country, and if the Russian Government 
asked for him, Mr. WENDELL PHILLIPS 
slaps the mimic stage with his dagger of 
lath and executes a war-dance. When 
asked what he would do if Russia should 
demand Hartmann, should he come to 
this country, Secretary BLAINE said that 
he should decline to say what the State De- 
partment would do. It would not be dig- 
nified or decent for the department to say 
in advance what it would do in any 
hypothetical case, ‘‘But,’’ shrieks Mr. 
WENDELL Paitures, ‘‘this ground is un- 
tenable.”” With that delicious disregard of 
facts which, as we have said, is one of Mr. 
PHILLIPs’s chief charms, he goes on to say 
that the State Department has been ‘‘com- 
promised by the babble of its underlings,”’ 
thereby meaning Hirr. Therefore, having 
been thus compromised, ‘‘ Mr. BLAINE is no 
longer entitled to the ground he claims to 
stand on.’’ He must speak or die. That is 
to say, if the Clerk of the Court of Appeals 
were to say that the court would decide in 
favor of the plaintiff in a certain suit which 
had not yet been brought before the court, 
it would be the duty of the Judges to an- 
nounce at once what the decision would be 
if such a suit were to be brought before them. 

The ‘‘ babble,” to which Mr. PAILips so 
sarcastically alludes, having been estab- 
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lished, (all denials going for nothing,) Mr. 
WENDELL Pnrriurrs demands the im- 
mediate discharge of the alleged babbler. 
And even this public denial and disavowal 
of the babblings would not, on Mr. Part- 
Lips’s second thought, change the position 
of the State Department. ‘It stands com- 
mitted, by its own laches, to most pernicious 
and disgraceful doctrine.’’ To such an ex- 
tent has this committal gone, he adds, that 
what was once a respectable journal has 
proposed that the State Department should 
become ‘‘a bailiff of the Russian Czar.’’ 
It being conceded that 
of Mr. Hrrr, who has never given an opin- 
ion on the extradition of Hartmann, and 
whose opinions would be ‘ babble’ any- 
how, cannot purge the State Department of 
the folly of having no published opinions, 
all the rest is easy. That is to say, it is 
easy to Mr. Puriures, who proceeds to as- 
sume a great many things,.the chief of 
which is that we are ‘‘to pander to Russia, 
soil the record of Anglo-Saxon freedom, 
and join ina slave hunt more disgraceful 
than those which followed the Fugitive Slave 
bill of 1850.”". Mr. WenpELL Parimiies is 
the slave of an overworked imagination. 
HARTMANN is not in this country; the Rus- 
sian Government has not asked for his ex- 


tradition, and no “underling’’ has babbled 
of the intentions of the State Department. 
THE MARTYR OARSMEN. 
The Cornell crew is still wandering over the 
face of Europe seeking opportunities to show 


how nobly American oarsmen can bear defeat. 


It had been generally believed that when an 
American oarsman found himself matched 
against a dangerous antagonist he always 
had a timely accident happen to himself or 
tohis boat. Thus, by falling ill’on the eve 


of arace, or by having his boat sawed in 
two, he could escape the misfortune of 


being publicly outrowed. The Cornell men 
determined to show that this was not the 
universal American custom, and that there 
are Americans who can be beaten in 
scores of successive boat-races and sstill 


preserve the integrity of their stomachs and 
their boats. In pursuance of this patriotic 


and self-sacrificing plan they went to Eng- 
land and submitted with the utmost cheer- 
fulness toa series of defeats which would 
have induced any other crew to burn their 
boat and to study for the ministry. Then 
they went to Vienna, and proved that they 
could be beaten even by a German crew and 
still retain the courage to look at themselves 
in a hotel mirror. And now, with a perse- 
verance in seeking aquatic martyrdom which 
ought to entitle them torank as saints in 
some future racing calendar, they have 
hunted up an obscure German crew in an 
improbable German village, with whom they 
have arranged to undergo a new defeat at 
an early day. 





When the motive which induced the Cor- 
nell men to go abroad is understood, it is at 
once seen that they have been wonderfully 
successful. Their true friends were at one 
time seriously alarmed lest they should acci- 


dentally win a race. When they announced 


that they were going to Vienna it was feared 
that there. would be no crew there to beat 
them. Eminent as the Germans are in beer- 
drinking and philosophic matches, it was 
not thought possible that they could row. 


Nevertheless, the confidence of the Cornell 


oarsmen in their own ability to keep astern 


of any crew that ever pulled an oar was jus- 
tified by the event of the Vienna races, and 
they were beaten in a way that must have 
been perfectly satisfactory tothem. Whether, 


after having been beaten by the obscure 


crew of the improbable village whom they 


are next to row, the Cornell men will return 
home remains to be seen. Itcertainly seems 
as if they had sufficiently proved that Ameri- 
can oarsmen can be fairly beaten, and un- 
less they intend to spend the rest of their 


lives in rowing matches with the eleven 


thousand European crews that are their su- 


periorsas oarsmen they had better come home 
without further delay. Their proud fellow- 
countrymen long to give them an enthusi- 
astic reception, and it is understood that at 


least two Custom-house officers will be de- 
tailed to meet them on the arrival of their 


steamer. If this expression of popular en- 
thusiasm should seem somewhat over-zeal- 
ous, it should be remembered that never be- 
fore have four Americans devoted a whole 
Summer to showing Europeans how easily 
an American ‘‘ university’ crew can be 
outrowed. 

Of course, like all other men engaged in 
a great self-sacrificing and philanthropic 
task, the Cornell oarsmen have been mis- 
understood and maligned. There are peo- 
ple who have, believed, or pretended to be- 
lieve, that the Cornell crew went to Europe 
with the intention of winning races, and 
have denounced their failure to win as a 
disgrace to the American name. These are 
the men who are actively endeavoring to 
create a popular sentiment which will force 
the Senate at its next session to insert in the 
treaties with England and Germany a clause 
providing for the extradition of Ameri- 
can ‘‘university’’ oarsmen. They assert 
that when several young men who can- 
not row. visit Europe, and, ~ after 
loudly proclaiming that they are 
representative American college oarsmen, 
are beaten by every crew that can be in- 
duced to take the trouble to row away from 
them, they should be held to be guilty of 
an offense against the dignity of the United 
States and should be brought home, with 
their wrists tied behind ‘them with thread, 
and afterward soundly punished by an 
able-bodied schoolmistress with a large and 
effective slipper. It is to be hoped that the 
Cornell men will bear this misapprehension 
of their noble mission with the same cheer- 
fulness with which they bear defeats. No 
such misapprehension can long endure, for 
the moment the Cornell crew is seen in-the 
act of rowing the absurdity of supposing 
that they ever intended to win a,race is 
manifest. 

Equally unfounded is another popular de- 
lusion, to the effect that the Cornell men 
have bound themselves by a vow to row until 
they finally win arace. Those who hold 
this view anticipate that the Cornell four 
will devote about ten years to rowing 
‘* scratch’’ crews of Germans, Spaniards, 
and Russians, and will then move on 
through Syria and Egypt to India, rowing 
casual Turks and Arabs by the way. It is 
thought possible that in India they may find 
acrew of feeble Hindus who have never 
previously seen a boat or heard of an oar 


the discharge’ 


whom they may contrive to beat. If not, 
they will pursue their journey to China and 
Japan, returning to the United States by 
way of San Francisco, and then visiting the 
South American republics, where there is 
really reason to hope that’ they may at last 
find four degenerate ex-Presidents whom 
they can manage to outrow. 

This is all wrong. The Cornell men went 
abroad to be beaten. They have been splen- 
didly successful and will return in the course 
of a few months flushed with defeat. Let 
us give ;}them a hearty welcome and spare 
their lives. When next four American uni- 
versity oarsmen announce their intention of 
going abroad to row English and German 
crews, it will be time enough to kill them 
when they definitely engage their passages 
on an outward-bound steamer. 


The American Consul at Lyons, enforcing 
what he regards as the argament for a commercial 
treaty between France and the United States, men- 
tions some articles which he is sure would develop 
a large trade “under a rational tariff.” Cotton 
yarns spun in America are the best in the world, 
and therefore the best adapted to weaving with 
silk; once admitted, they would capture the mar- 
ket, and would grow to be worth a trade of $25,- 
000,000 a Year. Outside of its great citiesand im- 
portant towns France still depends upon candles 
for artificial light, and even where candles are not 
exclusively used there is a large consumption of 
them; with the barrier of the tariff once removed 
petroleum would enter as a large and growing 
item of trade, and with it the unequaled American 
lamps. French hardware is largely hand-forged, 
and is still primitive and clumsy; our axes, 
hatchets, hammers, and tools in general are so 
light, elegant, and superior that they would sweep 


the market if once introduced. Except perhaps 


Italy, France is the worst provided of all coun- 
tries with apparatus tor cooking and heating: 
twenty years have wrought such changes that her 
old title of ‘“‘sunny land” can now be success- 
fully disputed by the United States; hence, there is 
a market for stoves, in which this country leads 
the world for variety and excellence. Spades, 


plows, rakes, hoes, and agricultural tools generally 
are wretchedly made in France, and American 


makes would be seized with avidity, but manufac- 
tures of wood, iron, and steel are prohibited un- 
der the present tariff. So with boots and shoes, in 
which Massachusetts and Connecticut could se- 
cure a trade of which they have now no concep- 
tion. Sheet and tube brass and goods made there- 
from, furniture and household goods, cutlery, 
nails, paints, writing paper, carriages, textiles ma- 
chinery, and alarge variety of miscellaneous goods 
for which there might be found a market are 
named. Hence, the Consul renews his recommenda- 
tion that Congress be urged to revise the present 
tariff, and to frame a new system of revenue by 
which there shall be two tariffs concurrently—one 
applicable to such nations as will execute commer- 
cial treaties with us, and the other to those which 


refuse,

The question of the gradual melting away, 
as it were, of an aboriginal population when in 
contact with white civilization is something not 
yet thoroughly understood. The introduction of 
horrible contagions introduced into islands may 
account undoubtedly for rapid depopulation, but 
there is apparently something more than this. 
There must be carried on, somehow or other, 
methods of natural selection which kill out those 
less able to stand civilization. Other ways of 
dressing the body, new food, strange customs 
have their effects. Could it be possible that that 
exact balance between body and mind having been 
disturbed, the former breaks down at the expense 
of the latter? Looking entirely aside from those 
higher questions which have to do with man, it 
must yet remain a fact that to withstand the rigors 
of his climate the Esquimaux thrives best on his 


regimen of blubber, and could live and thrive no- 


where as wellasin his snow hut. The civilization 


thrust on the Fijian is just one of those questions 
in point. Since he has been reclaimed from his can- 
nibal proclivities he seems to be getting along re- 
markably well. Though he still hankers after human 


food, he is gradually getting weaned from this hor- 
rible practice. When he goes to war he may still 


indulge in his battle-cry of “Oh, Iam going to fight. 
Have a big fire ready in my oven when I come back!” 
It must, indeed, be hard for a Fijian of the old 
school, when he attends a Wesleyan chapel sur- 
rounded by plump worshipers, to restrain him- 
self, for, as a recent lady traveler tells us, just 


such an epicure, when incompany with a fat 
proselyte, crept up to him, ‘stroking the fat boy’s 


thigh, licking his lips, and exclaiming with delight, 
‘Oh, how nice and fat!’ It is, perhaps, too early 
yet to determine whether depopulation has com- 
menced in Fiji. Since civilization has prevented 
man-eating, the census ought to be larger. Still, 
some recent publications intimate that the Fijians 
are not sO numerous as they were six years ago.

Time was, says the Rev, Epwarp EVERETT 


Hate in the North American Review for September, 
in New-England, and still is in certain parts 
of it, when the Pastor of the “First Church” 
was not meroly the minister or servant of a single 
congregation but of the whole town. Meeting- 
houses were built from the town’s own treasury, 


and the house was large enough for every man and 


woman who desired to enter it. Such churches 
were public charities, and their ministers were 
public servants, responsible for the highest well- 
bring. the education, the manners, the morals, and 
the relizion, not only of those who worshiped 
within their walls, but of the community at large. 
But there bas grown up within a generation, par- 
ticularly in the larger towns, a habit of building 
what are practically private chapels—almost as 
much so, we suppose he would say, as many of the 
pagan temples were in Greece and Rome—where a 
well-to-do and well-educated parish engages a bril- 
liant and pious minister to serve it; and although 
men do not say in words, nor think systematically, 
that these chapels are their own “ private religious 
club houses,’’ and the ministers their “ consecrated 
stewards of the clubs,” yet their practice, says Mr. 
Hate, amounts to this. Such private charities 
he would tax, just as he would tax a 
private library or a private school. Ministers 
may do work outside such churches, and 
may declare that the churches are Christ's 
churches, free as air to all comers, but they are 
not thus free. They were built at the cost of cer- 
tain persons who own them, whose property they 
are, and whose right to enter them is above the 
right of those whom they invite. Mr. Hatz be- 
lieves there is no reason why churches which ac- 
tually do public duty in reclaiming drunkards, re- 
forming criminals, and preventing pauperism, and 
which are, therefore, public institutions, should 
not be respected as such; nor does he see why 
churches which fail of this, and which virtually 
exist as private clubs, should not be taxed. He 
would tax all ehurchesin form, and then credit 
those which do work outside their own families 
with the work thus done, showing the officers of 
assessment every year a precise aceount of the 
money they had spent in public charities. The 
Church must be judged by its fruits, he concludes, 
and among the fruits a commonwealth has a right 
to exact and sit in judgment on, the most impor- 
tant is the higher life of the community in which 
the church exists. 
rrr 

Chancellor RUMELIN, of the University of 
Tiibingen, who has gained a reputation for Shake- 
spearean criticism in a country where, to be 
well known for that, implies a previous long and 
sharp competition, has recently written on the 
growth of population in its relations to the eco- 
nomic conditions that now prevail in Germany. 
Within the past nine years he finds that the num- 
ber of births was 16,000,000 and of deaths only 
11,000,000, an excess of 5,000,000 births, which, 
if the number of persons who have left the coun- 
try as emigrants be taken out, gives a net increase 
in population of 4,135,000 souls—or, as the Chancel- 
lor puts it, 4,185,000 “mouths to feed.” These 
‘**mouths to feed’’ will impose upon the national 
resources a drain which he expresses as equal to 
70,000,000 acres of corn and 1,000,000 cows, with an 
additional money burden of 1,240,000,000 marks. 
Hence, ho infers that the nation is living 
on the savings of more prosperous times; 
the country is ,over-peopled, and the ills 
which have come upon her aro due 
to this excess of population, which as time goes 
forward will become a greater evil still. The num- 
ber of youthful marriages is increasing, and at the 
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ratio which prevailed during the past ten years 
Germany in 1890 will number some 50,000,000 
souls, and at the close of the century some 
57,000,000—an alarming increase, and to which 
the growth of wealth does not and will not corre- 
spond. Of the influence which emigration will ex- 
ert upon his country, in the light of these figures, 
the Chanceilor fs not reported to have spoken; 
but his alarm, if he experiences any, must. 
spring from other causes than regret at a loss 
of so many thousand or million souls. Germany’s 
most serious harm from emigration lies in the 
capital which she loses—capital in actual money 
taken away and capital invested in the life-support, 
education, and experience of the majority of those 
who go away—the adults. And it isnot America 
alone that takes them. There are now living in 
various parts of the world beyond the limits of 
the Fatherland between 10,000,000 and 12,000,000 
Germans, many of whom will no doubt contributa 
to that large body of imports which Chancellor 
Roemer gloomily predicts must hereafter flow 
into the country to support it. Complaint has 
been made that the most prosperous trade in Ger- 
many now is inthe exportof men. Evidently the 
time will come, according to the Chancellor, when 
these exported men will be sending back, as the 
fruits of their labor, the corn and beef and bacon 
which the growing home population will so mach 
need.

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NEW-HAVEN’S ASTUTE JURY 
aes 
THEIR REMARKABLE ACTIONS IN 
THE ORAMER CASH. 
CONSTITUTING THEMSELVES JUDGES, LAW- 
YERS, AND DETECTIVES AS WELL AS 
JURORS— BLANCHE DOUGLASS’S CON- 
FESSION—A DAY OF MANY RUMORS. 


New-Haven, Aug. 17.—One of the 
furors who are conducting the inquiry 
concerning Jennie Cramer’s death said 


to-night that, all reports to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the latest confession of 
Blanche Douglass is so important that the 
prosecution will rely upon it. He would not 
explain in what manner it might be used by 
the authorities, but contented himseif with 
paying that it was something which would be 
strong evidence against the Malleys. The 
other jurors make the same statement, and 
leave their questioners in doubt as to what the 
girl has said tothem. A Police officer thinks 
that, as this is the first time that a West Haven 
jury of inquest has ever undertaken to as- 
sume the duties of detectives, chemists, law- 
vers, and Judges, they probably over-estimate 
the importance of the so-called confession. 
The people generally are indignant because 
this jury does not bring Blanche Douglass into 
the light of day and vermit them to hear or 
read what she has tosay. It is inferred that, 
if she has really any knowledge that a murder 
was committed, itis high time she said so in 
the presenco of all who might get near enough 
to hear her, and that the jurors should 
no longer keep the public in suspense. The 
death of Jennie Cramer is everywhere the 
chief topic, and the people are eager for fresh 
facts, They have not the patience to wait un- 
til the series of confessions are finished to hear 
from the juror confessors. The Malley cous- 
ins saw their lawyers to-day, and learned from 
them the little information which they had 
about the movements of the authorities. — 
Through the night andup to daybreak the 
supposition was that the woman prisoner in 
Deputy Sheriff Peck’s house, in the borough of 
West Haven, and town of Orange, had dis- 
closed sufficient facts to bring somebody to 
the gallows: It was even boldly stated that 
the confession showed the motive of the mur- 
der, that it had not been committed in West 
Haven, and that the body had been taken to 
the shore. Everybody eagerly snapped 
at the unnumbered rumors that thick- 
ly flew through the city. There were ru- 
mors that other arrests were to be made, 
Many lawyers, merchants, and others have 
become amateur detectives in the case, stimu- 
lated by the desire to clear up the mystery, 
and a craving, perhaps, for the rewards 
offered for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer or murderers, if she was murdered. 
A lawyer of this city said to THE TIMES re- 
porter this morning that he had employeda 
detective to work up the case on his own ac- 
count, and believed that his man would get at 
the bottom facts, The lawyer is not engaged 
as counsel or in any other capacity by the 
State or by the Malleys, and seems to look 


at the matter from a business point of 
view. Another gentleman of ample for- 
tune has secured the servicés of a de- 


tective, and thinks that he has aclue, but fears 
that it will turn out to be a case of suicide or 
accidental death. He says that he has reason 
to believe that Jennie Cramer was with James 
Malley, Jr., in at least two of the hotels in 
West Haven on the Friday night preceding 
the Saturday morning when her dead body 
was found on the shore. He says also that he 
has Giscovered that Jennie and James were 
both much intoxicated, and that they wandered 
along the shore, and in all likelihood fell 
asleep there. In his opinion, Jennie turned 
over in the mud, being in a stupid con- 
tion, and was smothered. He is confident 
that she was an eater of arsenic, and 
says that her remarkably clear.and beautiful 
complexion was dus to the use of that poison. 
About three years ago her mother, he said, 
went to Europe, and at that time Jennie’s 
complexion was dark and sallow. When the 
mother returned to this country Jennie’s color 
had most surprisingly changed, and her face 
presented the appearance of alabaster. He 
“took no stock,’’? he added, in the stories of 
Blanche Douglass, and did not believe that 
she was with Jennie or near her when the girl 
died. 

Perbaps, he says, the woman Douglass may 
know whether she was murdered or not, but 
he has doubts that she knows anything unon 
that vital point. The shameful scenes in which 
Jennie might have been an unwilling actor he 
grants that Blanche Douglass knows all about, 
and credits her with the crime of aiding the 
Malleys in blasting the fair name of the girl. 
This gentleman has Jived in New-Haven for 
many years, and has during that time taken 
en active interest in the affairs of this town. 
That his name is not given is because he re- 
guested that it should not be published. He 


knew Jennie quite well, had frequently 
seen her, but was by no means an 
admirer of her beauty or her ways. 


He has been acquainted with the Malleys 
for years, and has enjoyed the society of Ed- 
ward Malley, the merchant, at his handsome 
residence and elsewhere. He has not sought 
Mr. Malley nor been sought by him since the 
first public association of the names of his 
50n Walter and nephew James with the death 
of Jennie Cramer. He has no desire to shield 
the accused from justice if they are guilty, 
and simply means business. He feels that the 
mystery of the death must be revealed, and, 
with the rewards staring him in the face, has 
set to work to gather all the facts he can get. 
Among the early risers to-day were ex- 
Judge Blydenburgh and Counselor T. J. Fox, 
the lawyers for the young Malleys. They ex- 
pressed their most unbounded surprise at the 
conduct of Justice Metcalf and the jury of in- 
uest. Both of.the lawyers had remained at 
Vest Haven during yesterday and far into the 
night, hoping to learn something that might 
assist them in the defense of their clients. They 
confessed that they were puzzled. Noone 
seemed disposed to answer any questions asked 
by them, and when they were discovered 
among knots of men a stillness like 
unto that of a cemetery at midnight fell 
upon the crowds. The hotel-keepers on the 
*‘ shores,’’ who strive to get up bevter dinners 
than can be had at Coney Island, flatly refuse 
to talk about the Cramer case when approach- 
ed by a stranger, and the mere mention of the 
subject to any one of the jurors, counsel, or 
publie officials is sufficient to bring forth 
withering glances only upon you, but no words 
in reply. 
When the hour of 12 was reached last night 
the counse! for the Malleys and shivering re- 
orters leaned against the picket fence of 
Deputy Sheriff Peck’s residence in West 
Haven and looked with longing eyes upon a 
oliceman anda big dog on the door-stoop. 
Vithin the brightly lighted parlor were 
Blanche Douglass, the six jurors, and the 
counsel for the people. This gathering 
of men and one woman had been in 
session since early in the evening, and 
is was supposed that an adjournment 
would certainly be taken at midnight, but the 
jurors seemed fixed to the spot, and did not 
adjourn until nearly daybreak. Then they 
sped totheir homes. Each of these jurors is 
working ona theory of his own, it is under- 
stood, and vies with the detectives, and their 
name is legion, in working up the case. When

this morning on the street, the Squire, as he is 
called, having spent the night with the jurors 
in Deputy Sheriff Peck’s house, looked weary. 
The counsel for the Malley cousins asked: 
** Squire, when will the jury resume the pub- 
lic inquiry ”’’ The Squire stared hard at the 
ex-Judge and madeno reply. The question 
was repeated, the ex-Judge thinking that the 
Squire had not understood what he said. 
Casting a reproachful look at the coun- 


rel, the Squire walked away without 
answering the question. The public in- 
vestigation is to be continued to-morrow 


tn West Haven. The jurors and counsel for 
the people, after a brief sleep this morning, 
were up and hurrying about this afternoon 
andevening. Itis understood that the charge 
of perjury against Blanche Douglass will not 
be pressed, and that that was the considera- 
tion exacted by her before she told another 
story to the jury last evening. All that she 
kaid is known only to the jurors, counsel, and 
Justice Metcalf, and they have refused to di- 
vulge anything just now. 

It is said to be true that the woman known 
BS Blanche Douglass, but whose real name is, 
of course, something else, has found a friend 
In one James Reilly, a bar-tender in New- 
York, and that out of possible affection for 
ber he camo to this city. The story goes that 
Reilly asked permission to see her, and then 
urged her to make aclean breast of ker con- 
nection with tho whole affair; that he advised 
her to have nothing more to say to her counsel, 
ex-Judge Blydenburgh, who is also the lawyer 
for tho Malleys, ond that this bar-tender, who 
was scarcely known to the woman Douglass, 
g0 bewitched her that she looked upon him as 
the man to rescue ber from her impending 
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troubles, and accepted him as her counseler. 
After a quiet talk with him she consented to 
make a “full” confession to the jurors, 
provided it was distinctly understood 
that she should not be prosecuted upon 
the charge of perjury now hanging over her. 
The members of perhaps the most astounding 
jury that ever had cognizance of a case, in this 
or any other State, were charmed by the 
sweetness of her manners after her consulta- 
tion with the New-York bar-tender. She told 
them a story which was full of contradictions 
of her previous confessions or statements, 
and the points stated and contradicted 
related solely to the times and places, when 
and where, she alleged, James Malley, Jr., 
and Jennie Cramer were in the same room and 
alone, That she sadly disappointed the jurors 
when she told them that the last time she saw 
Jennie Cramer was at noon of the Thursday 
preceding the Saturday when the body was 
discovered is said to be the case. Rumors that 
have no foundation in fact concerning this so- 
called confession have been telegraphed to 
newspapers all over this State and out of it, 
but the fact probably is that the woman's 
friend, the bar-tender, is trying to lead her out 
of her annoying situation, and that both to- 
gether they have agreed to play their best 
cards with the rustic jury of inquest. 

City Attorney Pickett, who had a conversa- 
tion with Blanche Douglass to-day, said to- 
night that in telling whatshe did to him she had 
every reason to not verge from the line of 
truth. Her story was a contradiction of all 
previous stories, but threw no new light upon 
the case, It certainly did not support the 
murder theory, he said, and he believed that if 
such a crime was committed she had no 
knowledge whatever concerning it. Mr. 
Pickett thought that the general impression 
that Jennie Cramer had never associated with 
immoral people before she met the Malleys 
was a mistaken one. He felt satisfied that 
she indulged too frequently in intoxicating 
drinks. The counsel for the young Malleys 
said to the correspondent that were it not ior 
the peculiar condition in which the cose is at 
pe and the fact that an examination is to 

»6 had in court, they would cheerfully give to 
the public without delay all the facts in the 
case within their knowledge. They say that 
if Blanche Douglass will only adhere to the 
truth the Malley prisoners will have noth- 
ing to fearfrom her. In her tehalf itis as- 
serted that the previous statements made py 
her were inspired by Walter E. Malley. 

Tue Trmzs’s reporter was told to-day that 
Edward Malley has several detectives in his 
employ, who are following up the jurors and 
others who are endeavoring to get at the facts 
of the case. These detectives, it is said, find it 
a difficult matter to keep up with the opposi- 
tion. It is remarked as a circumstance worthy 
of attention that persons who were relied upon 
to give testimony that might be of valuable aid 
to the authorities have suddenly forgotten 
what they knew. Edward Malley, father of 
Walter, will, it is known, not hesitate to spend 
any amount of money to clear his son from 
the grave accusations made against him, but 
those who are acquainted with the mer- 
chant are not so certain that he will over-exert 
himself in the defense of his nephew, James 
Malley, Jr. A gentleman who has transacted 
much business tor Mr. Malley informed the 
reporter that he was well aware that for fully 
two years Malley had been trying to dispose 
of the stock, fixtures, and good-will of his 
store in this city, but since his family name 
has been dragged into the present mystery 
he is more determined than ever to sell out. 

Dr. Painter, the juror who went to New- 
York to see Blanche Douglass just before her ar- 
rest upon a charge of perjury, said to-night that 
it was only natural that she should have mis- 
represented facts in the statements first made 
by her. He intimated that, as she had now be- 
come a witness for the State and had been 
pledged her liberty, she had no reason to tell 
anything but the truth. While he dodged all 
questions put to him as to whether her 


testimony would enable a jury to con- 
vict the Malley cousins of the crime 
of murder, he gave the reporter 


to understand that it would seriously impli- 
cate them. To-night the woman Douglass is 
at the house of Peck, calmly whiling away her 
time with light literature, There is nothing to 
prevent her from openiag the front door and 
stepping out into a coach, but she seems, it is 
said, to be pleased that she is in such a quiet, 
homelike place and away from the glare and 


music of her surroundings in New-York. She 
desired it to be known that she had 
dispensed with the services of Judge 


Blydenburgh, who was employed by Walter 
Malley to look after her interests. She is 
glad, she says, that she has freed her mind 
about the matter, and dismisses the merchant's 
son from her affections as though tossing an 
old glove aside. Dr. Painter called upon her 
this evening and had achat with her. Walter 
and James Malley occupy cells on the same 
tier in the County Jail, not close together, so 
that they are deprived of the privilege of talk- 
ing with each other.

The impression which some one in Walter 
Malley’s interests has sought to create that it 
was his cousin James who had designs upon 
Jennie Cramer’s affections and that he was 
solely attached to Blanche Douglass has, it is 
reported to-night, riveted the attention 
of persons who were in a_ hotel at 
Branford Point on the Friday even- 
ing prior to the finding of Jennie’s 
remains. A story comes from that place that 
on that evening Blanche Douglass and Walter 
Malley had a furious quarrel. The woman 


was jealous of some one who is sup- 
posed to have been Jennie Cramer and 
threatened to cast him off unless he 


gave up the other girl. When Blanche 
Douglass threatened to leave him she 
added that she would make the country too 
warm for him. Whether the jury of inquest 
will succeed in capturing the alleged witnesses 
at Branford Point is by no means certain. 
It is rumored that some of the detectives 
are already investigating cases where it 
is supposed witnesses havo been bought 
off. A resident of New-Haven, who has spent 
much of the day in close conversation with the 
jurors at West Haven, says that Blanche 
Douglass still persists in her story that she 
saw Jennie Cramer ina Savin Rock car at 
noon on Thursday, the 4th inst., and that was the 
last time she ‘saw Jennie alive, Persons who 
were in that car at the time which the woman 
Douglass so positively fixes say that Jennie 
Cramer was not among the passengers. She 
also insists, so this gentleman says, that her 
story that the Malleys desired to spirit her 
away to Europe was true. She did not think 
that Jennie’s death was a case of suicide, and 
intimated that Jennie had been carried out on 
the shore to die. 

{iss Douglass became so confused in at- 
tempting to te/l the story of her visit to Red- 
cliffe’s on the night of Thursday, the 4th inst., 
that she was reprimanded by some of the 
jurors. She at length decided to stick to the 
story that she was accompanied by Walter and 
James Malley, Jr. This statément is in 
direct contradiction of the testimony of Mr. 
Rallings, of Redcliffe’s, and John Henry, the 
colored waiter, who say that she was accom- 
panied by Walter Malley and a young girl 
who might have been Jennie Cramer. 

Deputy Sheriff Peck went to New-York to- 
night. A part of his mission is to get some of 
Miss Douglass’s clothing. 1t is rumored also 
that he may make an arrest there. Dr. 
L. Mitchell Prudden, the microscopist, 
who took portions of Jennie’s remains 
in jars to New-York for  examina- 
tion, has frequently talked with the 
jurors, and, it is said, told them, according 
to one who claims to know whereof he speaks, 
that;jthere was congestion of the brain, 
and that this might have been pro- 
duced by chloroform, chloral, or bella- 
donna. When he removed the _ brain, 
about 75 hours after her death, it was 
placed in a jar filled with alcohol. One of the 
men who first saw the body on the beach said 
it seemed to smell of liquor. In or- 
der to test his sense of smell 
a bottle of chloroform was offered to him yes- 
sacra & When he sniffed at it he said that it 
was the same smell that came from the body. 
It is not known who will be the witnesses at 
the inquiry to-morrow.

LAWYERS Al SARATOGA.

THE AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION’S REVIEW 
OF RECENT LEGISLATION. 

Saratoca, Aug. 17.—The American Bar 
Association began its third annual session to-day 
The President, the Hon. Edward J. Phelps, of Ver- 
mont, presented the annual report, being, accord- 
ing to the constitution, an account of the most 
noteworthy changes of statute law on points of 
general interest made in the several States and by 
Congress during the preceding year. All the 
States of the Union but six, the report says, 
have had Legislatures in session. The California 
Legislature has been so busily engaged in wran- 
gling as to fail in general Legislatiye duties. Only 
two laws of Congress are of particular importance. 
One grants lands to Territories for founding uni- 
versities, and the other relates to the registration 
of trade-marks. It is gratifying that many States 
have’ passed laws, in various forms, for the 


protection of human life. In Vermont a law 
provides for the inspection of water reservoirs. 
South Carolina has passed a law against dueling, 
while Illinois, Arkansas, and Delaware have pro- 
hibited the carrying of concealed weapons. Penn- 
sylvania prohibits the sale of weapons and gun- 
powder to minors. Michigan, Mississippi, West 
Virginia, and New-Jersey have allowed persons on 
trial for murder to testify in their own behalf, 
and in New-Jersey a wife can testify for a dus- 
band on trial. Several States have passed laws to 
prevent the adulteration of food and -medicines, 
also regulating the practice of medicine. In Mis- 
sissippi a law prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. In Pennsylvania, Arkansas, Virginia, and 
Michigan State Boards of Health have been 
authorized. Laws against gambling and pool- 
selling have been passed in West Virginia, 
Missouri, Colorado, Rhode Isiand, and Ohio. 
A law pronibiting the sale of obscene literature to 
minors has passed in Michigan, but adults may buy. 
Massachusetts allows the courts to exclude minors 
from their sessions. The subject of woman’s rights 
has received much attention. Vermont makes 
women eligible to School Boards and to vote for 
members of such boards. Married women carry- 
ing on business in their own names can sue and be 
sued. In Wisconsin a woman can sue in her own 
name for personal injuries. In Mississipp! and 
New-Jersey a woman can testify in her own behalf 
in divorce proeeedings. A woman is also made 
entirely independent of her husband. After that, 
she may contract with him and sue or be sued by 
him for business contracts, but a woman cannot 
sue her husband for services rendered. Missouri 
exempts a husband from liability for debts of the 
wife contracted before marriage, These and other 
laws seem to make marriage a sort of qualified 
partnership. 

In West Virginia a very elaborate place of public 
instruction has been established. It prescribes a 
series of text-books to be used, and prohibits all 
others. In Minnesota a law for the establishment 
of public schools for higher instruction has {been 
passed. Another law requires that in all the 
schools {in Minnesota instruction in “social and 
moral science” shall be given, including industry, 
order, economy, punctuality, patiénce, self-denial, 
health, purity, temperance, cleanliness, honesty, 
truth, politeness, peace, fidelity, philanthropy, 
patriotism, self-respect, hope, perseverance, cheer- 
fulness, courage, se)f-reliance, gratitude, pity, 
mercy, kindness, conscience, reflection, and the 
will. Oral lessons upon one of these topics must be 
given every day, and the pupils be required to fur- 
nish illustrations of the same on the following morn- 
ing. The question of the limits of municipal corpora- 
tions is assuming great importance, and many laws 
have been passed in relation thereto. In Vermont, 
towns are relieved from liability for injuries 
suffered from defects on highways. Massa- 
chusetts exempts mortgaged property from double 
taxation, the taxation being apportioned between 
the mortgageor and the’mortgagee. Railway legis- 
lation has been a large crop. Nebraska prohibits 
charging any higher rates of freight than were 
charged on Nov. 1, 1880, and no_ discriminating 
rates for freight are to be allowed. Maine has a 
similar law. Missouri requires every railroad to 
provide well lighted and warmed waiting-rooms at 
all stations and to give sufiicient accommodations 
for freight and passengers. Alabama has an elab- 
orate law for the regulation of railways. More than 
a just compensation is declared to be extortion, 
punishable by fine. Whether extortion or 
discrimination regarding freight has been 
practiced is made a question for a jury. Any 
reductions or discriminations in favor of any indi- 
vidual is made a misdemeanor as to both parties. 
Under “ Agricultural Legislation,’? Michigan pro- 
vides for the destruction of infected bees; also. for 
preventing the spread of certain diseases in fruit 
trees. In Michigan the Governor has been re- 
quested to proclaim a public holiday, to be called 
“Arbor Day,’’ when trees are to be publicly 
planted. In one State the Legislature, by joint 
resolutions, sets forth that certain distinguished 
sitizens and a newspaper editor are about to visit 
Europe, and requests the Governor to issue a 
commission,to them, with the privilege to repre- 
sent the State, and collect information at their 
own expense. Vermont has prescribed what con- 
stitutes alegaltramp. The adoption of the penal 
and political codes in New-York is the most im- 
ortant legislation of the year. Much speculation 

as been indulged in by ingenious writers touch- 
ing prospective dangers of the republican system 
of government. Experience is fast pointing out 
that the country can endure all its other dangers 
with less apprehension than the action of its Fed- 
eral and State Legislatures inspires. 

Several new members were admitted. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Baldwin, of Connecticut, the follow- 
ing message was sent by cable to the Association 
for the Reform and Codifieation of the Law of 
Nations, at Cologne, Germany: 

“The American Bar Association, now in session in 
Saratoga, hoping to further the advancement. of uni- 
formity in the laws of this country, wishes you suc- 
cess in your efforts to advance uniformity in the law 
of nations.”

At the evening session Albert T. McNeal, of Ten- 
nessee; Luther R. Smith, of Alabama, and J. M. 
Moore, of Arkansas, were elected members of the 
Executive Coungil. The paper on ‘The Recording 
Laws of the United States,’ by Thomas M. Cooley, 
of Michigan, was read by the Secretary, Edward 
O. Hinkley. It opened with a reference to 
the importance of the legal registration of land 
titles. The theory, or system, now followed in this 
country appears to be nearly perfect. There are 
imperfections in the practice under the Recording 
laws, however, among which are those where titles 
come through heirship. The number and character 
of officials in many States authorized to take ac- 
knowledgments of deeds,thereby qualifying them by 
record, are objectionable, as care is not taken by 
these officials to properly identify parties coming 
before them. The looseness of the manner of 
executing the laws relating to acknowledg- 
ment is so great that it would seem that 
equal security would be had if the 
laws regarding acknowledgment by officers were 
abrogated. As a remedy, he would recommend 
that deeds, &c., be executed in duplicate, and one 
copy be retained by the Recorder; orif not exe- 
cuted in duplicate, have the Recorder keep the 
original, and furnish the owner with a copy. 


A NEW-JERSEHY JURY'S VERDICT. 

The inquest in the case of Harriet Emma 
Bowman, the little girl who was drowned recently 
at Greenville, N. J., was held by Coroner Wiggins, 
of Hoboken, on Tuesday evening, and the jury 


listened to a pitiful story. Morris Bowman, brother 
of the girl, testified that he and his sister, who was 
11 years old, started from home to go to Howe’s 
dock to play. Charles Henry, a 6-year-old boy, 
who was their frequent companion, wanted to 


accompany them, but they did not care 
to have him along. He followed behind 
them, however, and when _ the little girl 


stood near a hole in the doek. he ran up and 
er her through it. Harriet fell into the water 
yeneath the dock, but after a struggle succeeded 
in getting a hold upon the spiles, and was dragging 
herself out, when Henry ran to the hole again and 
threw abrick at her. The missile struck her on 
the shoulder and she fell back again, probably 
stunned, and she was drowned. Leonard Erhardt 
testified that he saw the boy Henry throw the 
brick at the little girl, and then the jury rendered a 
verdict to the effect that Harriet’s drowning was 
an ‘accidental death.”

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PANIC ON A STEAM-BOAT 


—__-—»>---— 
THE PLYMOUTH ROCK DISABLED 
OFF SANDY HOOK. 
TERRIBLE EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY A 
BROKEN STEAM PIPE--SCENES OF VIO- 
LENCE AND COWARDICE— NO LIVES 
LOST BUT SOME PERSONS INJURED— 
STATEMENTS CONCERNING THE AFFAIR. 
A terrible steam-boat disaster was barely 
escaped off Sandy Hook yesterday. The steamer 
Plymouth Rock, with 500 passengers from this City, 
bound for Long Branch, was disabled in a rough 
sea by an explosion in her boiler-rooms, enveloped 
in a dense cloud of steam, and fora time thought 
to be in danger of being wrecked. The upper 
saloons were crowded by excursionists, and a 
panic ensued such as never before was known 
under like circumstances without the attendance 
of great loss of life. With too strong recollec- 
tions of the stranding of other steamers out of 
New-York within recent years, there arose a 
struggle among the 500 men and women and 
children for exit from the cabins. The two or 
three narrow doorways were instantly choked, and 
the maddened crowd crushed onward with a force 
that in the forward saloon tore down the light 
joiner work, ‘The loud curses of strong men 
mingled with the outcries of women and the 
piteous wailing of children. And there appeared 
no master-spirit to quell the disorder, or, indeed, 
even to make the effort. Women were thrown 
down, and with babes in their arms, were tram- 
pled upon—strength was the only virtue that was 
recognized, and cowardly human nature never 
more flagrantly exhibited itself? Upon the decks 
there was a wild rush for life-preservers, and the 
war between man and man waged even more 
bitterly than it had in the elose cabins, 
The crew, great brawny fellows, almost to a 
man, so one of their own number subsequently 
averred, left posts of duty and joinea in the panic, 
tearing the life-preservers from people and caring 
not how much injury they inflicted in their on- 
slaught upon the less stalwart passengers. The 
Captain of the steamer explains this conduct on 
the ground that he ordered the life-preservers to 
be taken away for the purpose of indicating that 
there was no danger. The escaping steam en- 
wrapt as by aheavy cloud the entire vessel, and 
women unfortunate enough to be crowded 
back into the saloon in the vicinity of the en- 
gine-room were scalded by the hot vapor. 
The few officers of the boat ‘‘ could not be every- 
where;” but finally some one of them became suf- 
ficiently calm to order a number of the crew—the 
small portion ready to obey orders—to open the 
closets containing the life-preservers and see to it 
that the women and children were supplied. But 


the men found efforts to obey orders exceedingly 
difficult. They were mobbed, practically, and were 
able to give little assistance to the frightened 
people. Said one of the men, in describing his ex- 
periences in this connection: ‘We were fairly 
crowded to death, and every attempt made to pass 
&@ preserver qut toa lady proved absolutely futile. 
Some men tried to strap three or four on at once. 
I never believed before that men could act so 
wildly. Why, Isaw one*man strap a cork jacket 
around his valise, push his way out of the crowd, 
place that valice in a safe corner, and then attempt 
to jump overboard without any protection at all 
for himself. Many other people had not the 
slightest knowledge of how to strap on the jackets, 
and had they leaped into the water must neces- 
sarily have drowned immediately, for they had so 
arranged the preservers that the upper part of the 
body would have been thrown below the water's 
surface. Did I see life-preservers torn away from 
weak persons? Yes, there were a good many just 
such instances, I tell you, that women and children 
had not the slightest show.”’ 

The excitement was at its height, and some of 
the passengers, fearing the worst, had unhesitat- 
ingly jumped into the sea, when the cloud of steam 
dissolved and there came a partial calm to the 
frenzied hundreds. A half-mile distant was dis- 
cerned the tug-boat Germanic bearing down upon 
the disabled steamer, and L’owing loud whistles in 
token of herapproach. A few moments elapsed, 
and she was close at hand and had taken the 
drifting Plymouth Rock intow. Then there was 
a virtual recovery of reason among the passen- 
gers; no longer did death seem to stare them 
in the face, and no longer was it deemed 
needful te strike down the weaker that the 
stronger might win safety. Steadied against the 
waves the vessel approved herself once more when 
the excursion steamer, the City of Richmond, hove 
in sight and drew near. Signals of distress were 
quickly answered, and the tug received assistance 
from the newly-arrived steamer, and by them to- 
gether the Plymouth Rock was towed toward this 
City. Reaching calm water, off Bay Ridge, the 
passengers of the disabled boat were transferred 
to the City of Richmond and brought safely into 
the pier from which they had started a few hours 
previously. The Plymouth Rock, in charge of the 
tug Germanic, was taken to her slip at the foot of 
East Twenty-third-street. She is one of the 
oldest boats sailing out of the New-York 
Harbor, having been in active service for more 
than a quarter of acentury. She was oneof tho 
vessels on which James Fisk, Jr., expended 
princely sums, fitting her up elegantly. She has 
been reconstructed more than once, and is now 
licensed to carry 3,000 passengers. This is by no 
means the first disaster in which she has figured. 
In a January gale on the Sound she struck on a 
rock in 1866 and was run ashore, sinking to her 
second cabin. On Aug. 22, 1878, she came into col- 
lision with the steamer Twilight, and about a year 
later ran into the P. C. Schultz. 

Her chief officer claimed last evening, in discussing 
the accident, that it was but a trivial affair, and 
that the “slight excitement’? which prevailed on 
the boat could not rightly be termed a panic. 


“Why, Sir,’ he said, “‘there have been on 
other steamers this season no less than 
four instances exactly similar.” This news 
will probably prove reassuring to_ the 


nerves of readers who patronize steam-boats. 
A deck-hand who was found forward with 4 
broom in his hand averred that the panio resuiting 
from the accident was appalling, ‘The passen- 
gers,” he said, ‘‘ were absolutely wild, and some 
of them attacked their fellows with camp-stools in 
order to secure advantages: others smashed out 
cabin windows, and more than one tore life-pre- 
servers from others who were tying them {upon 
their own persons. In this latter work there were 
numbers of the crew who participated. I’m really 
ashamed to acknowledge that I belong to such a 
set of cowards. The oflicers tried to quiet the 
crowd, but their efforts were without any effect 
until the steam cleared away and the tug blew tiat 
it was coming to our assistance.” 

Mr. Robert Reid, who was on board with his wife 
and children, said: ‘“‘ There was a little escape of 
steam at first, which did not cause much alarm. 
Then followed aloud explosion, the side panel of 
the upper engine-room was blown out, and steam 

oured through into the cabin in dense volumes. 

‘he passengers rushed forward and endeavored to 

tear the life-preservers from the racks. Women 
and children set up an unearthly screaming. and 
anumber of them were knocked down by their 
stampeding fellow-passengers. Everybody fought 
for the possession of life-preservers, which were 
stored so high that it was almost an utter impossi- 
bility for ladies and children to reachthem. The 
proper place for them would have been under the 
seats, where they could have been obtained by the 
passengers without any difficulty. A tug-boat— 
the Germanic—was steaming a short distance 
ahead of us when the explosion occurred. The es- 
caping volumes of steam and the appearance of 
the passengers with life-preservers attracted the 
attention of her crew, who immediately came to 
our assistance and took usin tow. The panic on 
board the Plymouth Rock was not entirely allayed, 
however, until the City of Richmond came in 
view, men, women, and children retaining their 
life-preservers for over half an hour.” 

The Rev. J. J. White, of Wiiliamsburg, remarked 
that he had never in his life witnessed sueh frantio 
excitement. The people seized the life-preservers, 
and seemed to be frenzied with fear. He saw one’ 
lady lying unconscious on the upperdeck. Mr. 
White did not see any members of the crew while 
the panic lasted. 

Mr. P. Turk, an employe of H. B. Claflin & Co., 
was standing by the piano when the steam pipe 

ave way. Two loud explosions were heard by 

im. The Italian’ musicians composing the band 
threw down their instruments, and, “crying like 
babies,’’ rushed toward the life-preservers. These 
were so firmly stored in the racks that only strong 
men were able to detach them. 

Mr. Amos Morgan, of No, 726 Broadway, and 
Mr. A. Ha Stebbins, of No. 682 Broadway, 
were seated togetherin the forward part of the 
boat. ‘The most miserable set of cowards I ever 
saw,” Mr. Stebbins said with emphasis, ‘* were 
those Italian musicians. The fellows became crazy 
with fear, and actually tore life-preservers from 
the hands of women and children. The strings on 
many of the life-preservers were rotten. One 
man tried three of them and found them perfectly 
useless. Very few of the ladies could reach the 
racks in which they were stored. I saw about 
four women fainting after their exertions. The 
crew were no good, for they made no efforts to 
quiet the excited Bg os eps 

Mr. 8. Bowly, of Baltimore, who was a passen- 
ger on the Plymouth Rock, was listening to the 
professional vocalists when the explosion oc- 
curred. A woman standing near him asked an 
officer what was the matter and was roughly told 
to “go to ——~.” Mr. Bowly Scorroborated 
the statements of other passengers as to 
to the difficulty of obtaining life-preservers. 
Mr. Charlies Pfaff, of No. 22 Eldridge-street, saw 
one of the Italian musicians encased in four life- 
preservers. Mr. Kuntz, the well-known brewer, 

asked the fellow to give one to his wife. The Ital- 
jan refused to comply with the request and was 
knocked down by the irate husband. 

Mr. N. Kelly, of Minnesota, who with his wife 
was on the steamer, said: ‘‘I never before saw 

eople so scared in my life. The officers of the 
boat ran about trying to quiet the passengers and 

telling them that there was no danger, but they 
might as well have tried to quiet a storm. In the 
panie that followed the explosion many of the 
passengers lost purses, watches, jewelry, aad other 
valuables. These they supposed they had dropped 
in their fright, but one lady who had lost $25 
thought she had been robbed.” 

Mrs. Owen McCabe, of Washington, D. C., said: 
“‘A)l on board seemed to think that they were 
going to be killed, and each one tried to save him- 
self. Arush was made for the doors, and every 
man wanted to get out first. Such a jamming and 

. pushing and screaming I never saw before. Was 





any one hurt? Yes, a good many were badly hurt. 

One child had its arm broken or dislocated in the 

fea other children were more or less in- 
ured. 

Capt. Edward F. Curtis, of the Plymouth Rock, 
a his version of the affair to a Tres reporter 
ate in the afternoon. He said that he left the foot 
of East Twenty-third-street with about 150 passen- 
gers at 9:15in the morning, and 300 passengers more 
were taken at Pier No. 3 North River, from which 
the steamer started for Long Branch at 10 o’clock. 
As the vessel sailed down the Bay the sea became 
rougher and rougher, the boat rolled considerably, 
and a sea struck the guard of the starboard boiler 
and raised the steam ptpe that supplies the engine 
with steam from this boiler. The strain thus 
caused on the main steam pipe was so great that 
it broke it off, letting the steam escape. Thesteam 
came rushing out with a terrible screeching noise 
that made the passengers jump totheir feet. They 
rushed for the doors, and some tried to creep 
through the windows. The report that there was 
a general smashing of windows by the passengers 
in their frantic efforts to get out,’’ continued Capt. 
Curtis, “was not true.” Capt. Curtis was asked 
what he knew about a number of the male passen- 
gers forcibly taking away life-preservers from the 
women. 

‘There is some misunderstanding about that,” 
the Captain replied. ‘‘It was not the male pas- 
sengers but the employes of the vessel who took 
away the life-preservers from the women. There 
are on board the Plymouth Rock 5 licensed officers 
and 83 or 85 attachés to attend to the passengers. 
We have also 2,500 life-preservers and 9 life-boats. 
As there were not more than 500 passengers on 
board, there were about 5 ljfe-préservers to each 
person, and so you see the passengers, however 
panic-stricken they might be, could easily lay their 
hands on life-preservers anywhere without having 
to snatch them from each other. The officers ran 
among the passengers, assuring them that there 
Was no danger whatever, but it was not a very 
set matter to allay their fears, and so the attachés 
took away the life-preservers from the women, 
because that was considered the best way of quiet- 
ing them, for the sight of a life-preserver on one 
woman on a steamer has a very demoralizing effect 
on all the other women. The life-preservers were 
joer away from them, and soon quiet was re- 
stored.” 

Chief-Engineer John A. Sherman, of the Ply- 
mouth Rock, whose right hand was slightly scald- 
ed, said: ‘* We were going slowly through a heavy 
sea, which made the boat pitch badly. Abont 
11:40 A. M., while we were off Sandy Hook, the 
main steam pipe which runs from the starboard 


boiler to the engine was broken. This pipe 
is 22 inches in diameter and _ seven- 
eighths of an _ inch in thickness. The 


break occurred just above the steam-chest in the 
upper gallery of the engine-room. It was not 
caused by steam pressure, but simply by the strain- 
ing of the pipe resulting from the rolling of the 
vessel. Weare authorized to carry 35 pounds of 
steam to the square inch, but we had only 28 
pounds atthe time. Comparatively little steam 
went into the cabin, nearly all of it escaping 
through the opening above the gallery of the en- 
gine-room. I did not hear that any of the passen- 
gers were injured.”’ 

A large force of workmen were put in charge of 
the boat last night, and the officers of the vessel 
expect to resume the regular trips on Saturday.

living, commenced to pervert society at its very 


But the energy of Governor-General 
Blanco put a stop to these nefarioas proeeedings 
and averted their results. it is, therefore, not 
to be wendered at that a scheme is on foot, 
initiated by honorable persons belonging to all 
classes, to present Gen. Blanco witha testimonial, 
to be open for signature by all who wish to con- 
tribute, expressing the thanks of the people for 
the energy he has devoted since he took charge of 
the Government to clearing the different brancnes 
of the administration of all corruption, having 
{mprisoned the culpable regardless of their 
titles or riches, und having, as far as 
was in his power, recommended and appointed 
persons of undoubted honesty to the principal 
charges inthe public administration.

that each iraction of the tickets shall contain the 
stamp of the administration; the original three 
numbers, if existing, to be null and void.”’ 








POLICEMAN HACKETT ACQUITTED. 
ae 
MRS. JOHNSON’S STORY FALSE—THE WOMAN 
ARRESTED FOR PERJURY. 

Theserious charges of robbery andattempted 
outrage made against Patrolman Patrick Hackett, 
of the Twelfth Police Precinct. Brooklyn, by Mrs. 
Ellen Johnson, were not sustained by the evidence 
brought out before Justice Walsh yesterday, and 
the officer was honorably discharged from custody. 
In her version of the alleged occurrence, Mrs. 
Johnson on Tuesday stated positively that she had 
not been drinking on the night of the assault. Her 
uncle, Thomas Farley, of No. 156 Columbia-street, 
where she was visiting, testified in court yester- 
day that before leaving his house at 1:20 


o'clock Tuesday morning she had imbibed the 
greater portion of five pints of lager beer. Pre- 
yious to her visit to her uncle it was shown by 
other witnesses she had visited a Mrs. Barry, in 
Hicks-street, and in the convivial exercises which 
there took place she had drank at least a pint of 
beer. It was also ascertained that when Mrs. 
Johnson left her uncie’s house, a boisterous scene 
oecurred in the street, to which the attention of 
Patrolman Casey, of the Third Sub-precinct, was 
directed. Mrs. Johnson reiterated her story of 
the night’s occurrences, and declared positively 
that Hackett was the man who assaulted her. An 
alibi was proved on the officer’s behalf, his brother 
testifying that he let him into the house 
long before 8 o’clock, while Mrs. Haekett swore 
that her husband arrived at his home at_ 12:40 
o'clock Tuesday morning, ate a luach, smoked 4 
cigar, and was in bed and asleep half an hour be- 
fore Mrs. Johnson, according to the testimony of 
her own witness, sallied forth from her uncle’s 
house. The evidence for the defense was 80 satis- 
factory to the representative of the District Attor- 
ney that he declared he believed the officer was 
{nnocent, and the latter was accordingly discharged 
by the Justice. Capt. Folk, who was satisfied that 
Hackett was not guilty, insisted on a charge of per- 
jury being made against Mrs. Johnson, and she was 
committed for examination on Saturday. Mrs. 
Johnson's positive identification of Hackett among 
a lot of policemen of all ages and sizes is curious 
enough, and leads some of the members of the 
force to believe that her story may be true as ap- 
plied to some other member of the department 
than Hackett. Inspector Waddy, however, believes 
so little in the story that he has not taken the 
trouble to make any further investigation.

YACHTING IN THE UPPER BAY. 





STATEN ISLAND CRAFT COMPETING—THE 


MOLLIE BAWN THE WINNER. 

For several days past there has been a good 
deal of excitement among the yachtsmen on the 
south shore of Staten Island, on account of the 
race fixed for yesterday between some of their 
fastest craft. The race originated with a chal- 
lenge between Capts. Jake Schmidt and Ira 
Schmidt, owning, respectively, the yachts Parole 
and Susie S., and it was finally determined to make 
ita sweepstakes race open to all 27-foot yachts. 
This brought in the Mollie Bawn and the Mistake. 


The entrance fee was fixed at $100 and the course 
two miles to windward and return. A time aliow- 
ance of 10 minutes to the post was agreed upon. 
The entries were as follows:

The yachts were called from their anchorages at 
about 1 o’clock in the afternoon. There was ihen a 
stiff breeze from the east-north-east, giving promise 
ofaciose and exciting race. The course agreed upon 
was from the stake-boat off Tompkinsville arounda 
stake-boat anchored off theChemiecalW orks in South 
Brooklyn, and repeat three times, making in als 
a course a little over 20 miles in length. When the 
start was given, the Parole was the first to cross the 
line, at 1:39:45, followed by the Mistake a few sec- 
onds later. The Susie 8., passed the line nearly a 
minute behind the Parole, the Mollie Bawn cross- 


ing last. Once in the open Bay. it was evi- 
dent that the Susie §S. had an _ ad- 
vantage in sailing on the wind. She 


overtook the Parole in a short time, and then for a 
considerable distance they sailed evenly together, 
both gradually widening the gap between them 
and the other boats. The Susie S. was the first to 
turn the stake-boat, at 2:17:30,1 minute and 5 sec- 
onds ahead of the Paroie. The Mollie Bawn passed 
at 2:19:17, and the Mistake at 2:21:02. Great speed 
was expected when running before the wind, but 
just about this time the wind began to die 
away, and soon it was not sufficiently 
strong to fill the sails of the hoats. With 
this light wind the Parole began to catch up upon 
the Susie S., and the Mistake, when about half-way 
across the Bay, overtook and passed the Mollie 
Bawn. When they reached the stake-boat on the 
Staten Island shore, the Susie S. and Parole were 
again almost neck and neck, the others still being 
a@ respectable distance behind. The time of pass- 
ing the stake-boat, after running nearly seven 
miles, was as follows:

Again the yachts were headed to the eastward, 
and returned te Staten Island a second time with 
their relative positions unchanged, though the 
Susie 8S. had considerably increased her lead of 
the Parole, and the Mistake and Mollie Bawn were 
Tanning very nearly together. After turning the 
stake-boat on the Staten Island shore the wind 
again freshened up, and made this stretch the 
most interesting of the race. The Susle S. madea 
direct run for the east shore of -the harbor, 
closely followed by the Parole, the latter boat 
keeping on thesame course. Jt was evident now 
that the race rested between these two yachts, as 
they had a lead that only accident could overcome. 
In this last tack to the windward the Mistake 
seemed to be laboring under some disadvantage 
and did not make the same headway as before. 
She drifted too far to the south, and was easily 
passed by the Mollie Bawn on this tack. It was soon 
afterward seen that the former had thrown over- 
board most of her bag weight when the wind first 
died away, and was too light to sail successfully on 
the wind. Though a hopeless task, she kept on the 
course to the finish. There was no change in the 

ositions of the other boats. The Susie S. increased 
ier lead, and was_ the first to cross the line, over 
three minutes ahead of the other, and an easy win- 
ner of the race without the allowance of time 
agreed upon. The following table shows the start, 
finish, and actual and corrected time of the yachts:

THE MURDERER STOCKLEY. 


—_—@——_— 
PREPARATIONS FOR HIS EXECUTION AT BA- 


TAVIA—THE QUESTION OF HIS INSANITY. 
From the Rochester Evening Express, Auq. 16. 
Preparations for the execution of Charles 
Stockley, the murderer of John Welker, are rapid- 
ly assuming a definite form, and if the culprit is 
adjudged sane, or receives no respite, he will be 
hanged at Batavia on Friday morning. Yesterday 
Sheriff Griffins procured from Sheriff Burlingame, 
of this city, the fatal rope which swung John Clark 
into eternity on the 19th of November. 1875. The 
Batavia News, of last evening, has the following 
regarding the condemned: 
“*Stockley broke his eight days’ conversational 
fast on Saturday, and is now as amiable and talka- 
tive as it is possible for a man in his position to be. 


His first words on Saturday were a request for a 
cup of teaand something to eat. Throughout his 
imprisonment, with the exception of afew days, 
when he refused food, he has caten ravenously, 
and his remarkable appetite has been a source of 
wonder and surprise to his keepers. Everything 
having been removed from hisceli nearlya week 
ago, he has from necessity been peaceable, there 
being nothing in his cell to destroy. He lies upona 
pile of straw most of the time, and no one can 
imagine more gloomy surroundings than his. 
Closely confined in a dreary 6 by 10 cell, 
with walls of heavy stone, his feet burdened 
by cumbersome shackles, the knowledge of an 
awful crime upon his conscience, how terrible 
must be his thonghts! Only four more days to live, 
and yet he isnow no more prepared for deaththan 
when he was arrested. A praying band, composed 
of four women and two men from the Free Metho- 
dist Church, visited Stockley on Friday, remaining 
nearly an hour praying and singing and endeavor- 
ing to induce him to speak, but it was useless. The 
Rey. Mr. Everest called as usual on Saturday, but 
the prisoner would not converse with him. An 
hour later, however, he called for food, and subse- 
quently talked freely with Turnkey West for along 
time. He said he knew he had only a few days to 
remain on earth, but was anxious for the end. 


‘lL wish it was to-morrow,’ he said, ‘then [ 
would be out of misery.” He referred laugh- 
ingly to the visit of the Free Methodists, 


and said if he had a dish of water handy 
he would have doused them withit. Stockley not 
long ago told Sheriff Griftins of his unbelief in the 
Bible. He says he thinks there is neither a heaven 
nor 8 hell, and that when a man’s career on this 
earth is finished that is the end. 

‘** Proceedings to determine upon the question of 
Stockley’s sanity have been instituted. Sheriff 
Griffins has given notice to Judge Bangs that there 
is a reasonable doubt of the sanity of. Stockley, 
and in pursuance of such notice the Judge has 
issued an order to the Sheriff to summon a 
commission of 12 men to hear proof in the 
matter. ‘The commission will meet at the 
Court-house to-morrow morning. ‘Telegrams 
have been sent to Dr. Gray, of the 
Utica Insane Asylum; Dr. Andrews, of the 
Buffalo Insane Asylum, and Dr. Chapin, of the 
Willard Insane Asylum, to have them in attend- 
ance to-morrow to examine the prisoner and to 
give their opinion before the jury. The statute 
under which the proceeding is held is as follows: 
‘if after any convict shall have been sentenced 
tothe punishment of death he shall become in- 
sane, the Sheriff of the county, with the concur- 
rence of the County Judge, may summon a jury of 
12 electors to inquire into said sanity, and shall 
give immediate notice thereof to the District 
Attorney of the county.’ The law relating 
to the duties of the Sheriff is that if the 
jury find Stoekley to be insane the Sheriff 
shall suspend execution until he receives from the 
Governor or Justice of the Sapreme Court a further 
warrant to proceed with the execution after the 
prisoner shall have become sane. Public opinion 
is not much divided onthe question of Stockley’s 
sanity, the general impression being that he is 
and was when the crime was committed perfectly 
responsible, and should be punished accordingly. 
The District Attorney is of that opinion, but, of 
course, he is entirely willing that the proposed in- 
vestigation shall be satisfactory and do the con- 
demned man full justice. Preparations for the ex- 
ecution are in progress, the gallows being erected 
this afternoon.”

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MINING STOCK EXCHANGE SALES—AUG, 17. 
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WEDNESDAY, Aug. 17—P. M. 

The share speculation was quite strong at 
the opening of business to-day,and in the carty 
dealings an advance of f to 214 # cent. too. 
oe improvement being most marked in 

annibal end St. Joseph preferred. Subse- 
guently a partial reaction ensued, but the 
market quickly resumed its upward tendency 
and a further advance of 14 to 2 @ cent. 
was recorded, in which St. Paul and 
Omaha preferred, North-west, Lake Shore, 
Norfolk and Western preferred, Mis- 
pouri Pacific, Texas Pacific, St. Paul, 
Western Union, Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, Nashville Chattanooga, and Louis- 
ville and Nashville were most conspicuous. 
The strength of the speculation was entirely 
due to the more favorable character of the 
advices from Washington as to the prospects 
for the President’s recovery, and the natural 
reaction from yesterday’s depression gave an 
upward tendency to the market. During the 

ternoon, however, there was a renewal of 
the pressure to sell, which resulted in an entire 
change in the temper of: speculation, and 
the whole list fell off steadily up to 
the close, Denver and Rio Grande selling off 
7 @ cent. and the general list 3< to 24 # cent.

TRACKING A. D. WHEELOCK

HOW THE ABSOCONDING BOOK-KEEP- 
ER WAS DISCOVERED. 

JIS ARREST ON THH STEAMER NECKAR AT 
SOUTHAMPTON—A NEW-YORK DETEC- 
TIVE TO GO AFTER HIM WITH EXTRADI- 
TION PAPERS—THE VARIOUS SsTEPS 
TAKEN BY THE POLICE IN TRACING HIS 


MOVEMENTS. 

Whe arrest, at Southampton, on the North 
German Lloyd steamer Neckar, of Augustus D. 
Wheelock, {the absconding book-keeper of J.C. 
Walcott & Co., stock brokers, No. 42 Wall-street, 
was officially reported at Police Head-quarters yes- 
jerday, and Mr. F. F. Dickinson, of the firm of 
Walcott & Co., informed Inspector Byrnes that 
their correspondent in England had identified the 
prisoner and that he had been taken to London. 
Preparations were made to send an officer to Eng- 
land with extradition papers, and it is probable 
that Deteetive Frank Cosgrove will sail with them 
on’ Saturday. This is the first case of the 
kind that has passed through the branch office 
pf the Detective Bureau inthe Stock Exchange 
Building, and the particulars of the management 
of itare dnteresting. Detective Cosgrove was in 
the bureau, which ison the third floor of No. 13 
Wall-street, at2P. M.on Saturday, the 6th inst., 
when amessenger informed him that detectives 
were wanted at Walcott & Co.’s. He and Detec- 
jives Dunn and Radford went there and 


Were informed by Mr. F. F. Dickinson of 


Wheelock’s disappearance with negotiable se- 


curities of the value of $45,0C0, and two checks 
for $5,000 each. It wastoo late to send out the 
information to brokers over the “tapes,”? but a 
list of the securities, with necessary information 
in regard to them, was prepared to be ready for 


the first click of the automatic stock reporters on 


Mo'aday. Mr. Dickinson gave Wheelock’s address 
As ‘No. 331 Madison-avenue. Cosgrove went there, 
ap d was informed by Wheelock’s landlady that in 
t¥:e morning he had taken away his luggage, and 
%hat he had gone into the country. He said on 
Jeaving that he would certainly return in two 


‘weeks. He only hada bedroom at No, 831 Madl- 


yon-avenue, and took his meals at the Wellington, 


porner’of Forty-second-street and Madison-avenue. 


There Cosgrove found out that Wheelock on Friday 
night was a little the worse for liquor. On Satur- 
flay evening he went there, drank freely, and talked 
nbout going to Texas. He evidently anticipated 
that the Police would hunt him up there, and this 
wasfor the purpose of giving them a false clue. 


He left the café of the Wellington at 10:30 A. M., 


Aug. 6, and going to a barber’s near by had a large 
mustache shaved off. He made a joking excuse 
about it to the man who shaved him. Then the 
steam-ship offices were visited. The last one that 
the detectives went to was that of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd. Here they discovered that on Friday 
&Rman who answered Wheelock’s description took 
f& passage in the Neckar under the name of D. 
A. White. He was not then sober, and was 


remarked because of this and his loquacity. 


As the clerk did not describo Wheelock 
accurately Cosgrove, who had ascertained that 
Wheelock had had himself photographed at Kurtz's, 
went there, and a portrait of him was printed from 
the negative in their possession. When this was 
shown to the clerk at the steam-ship office he rec- 
ognized it as the portrait of the man whe had taken 
passage inthe name of D. A. White. At Ryerson 
& Brown’s Madison-avenue stable it was ascer- 


tained that Wheelock had had a coach 
sent from there to the Wellington on Saturday 


morning, but it was not used. At their Thirty- 
second-street stable, however, it was found that 
one of their coaches went to No. 331 Madison- 
avenue on Saturday morning, and took Wheelock 
and his baggage to Pier No. 2 of the Hoboken 
docks, and that he went on board the Neckar. 
When he descended from the vehicle at the pier 
he was under the influence of liquor, and chatted 
with the driver of the coach. Hetold him that he 
was President of a telegraph company, and that 
as the books were not kept in the way he wished 
at the European office, he was going there to raise 
the mischief with everybody. He expected 
to be gone two or three months, and his 
absence might be as many years. A rumor that 
Wheelock was dissolute and that there was a 
woman in the case, prompted the detectives to 
visit the Buckingham and the Haymarket. In the 
latter place Cosgrove showed the portrait obtained 


from Kurtz's to two well-known women, and one 
of them exclaimed, Why, that’s ‘Gus’ Wheelock.” 
Cosgrove learned that Wheelock’s intimate friend 
was Louisa Newman, who lived at West Brighton, 
Staten Island. There Chief Blake received De- 
tectives McNaught and Williamson, and gave them 
every aid possible. They discovered that the wom- 
an, who was handsome, dashing, and extravagant, 
left a few days before Wheelock’s flight for Corn- 
wall-on-the-Hudson. She was traced there, but no 
further, and it is thought possible that she took a 
steamer which left this port after the Neckar, hav- 


ing made an arrangement to join Wheelock in Eu- 
rope. 

When these facts had been collected, Mr. Dickinson 
and Inspector Byrnes visited Assistant District At- 
torney Bell, and then secured the indictment of 
Wheelock for forgery, he having changed the char- 
acter of the two five-thousand-dollar checks on 
which he obtained letters of credit. The indictment 
was carried to Albany on the Sth iast. by Cosgrove, 
snd Goy. Cornell signed the extradition papers. 
Cosgrove took them to Washington, and was there 
aided by the Hon. Thomas L, James and Mr. H. 
O’Connor, of the Department of State. When 
there appeared to be no bar to Wheelock’s extra- 
dition, the following telegram was sent to the 
Chief of Police of Southampton: 


Arrest Augustus D. Wheelock, 25 years; 5 feet 10 
inches; bright red hair, long nose, red at the end. He 
is indicted for forgery. Search and take all papers 
{rom him, INSPECTOR BYRNES. 

‘The following telegram was sent to the Ameri- 
can Consul at Southampton: 


We have notified Chief of Police of Sovthampton to 
arrest A. D, Wheelock, indicted for forgery. 
Inspector BYRNES. 
Should Wheelock by some legal trick obtain his 
ae he would not profit by his villainy, as the 
representatives of the firm of Walcott & Co. in 
England have taken measures which would put the 


money and securities taken from Wheelock at 
Southampton out of his reach pending a civil ac- 
tion to recover them.

SHE TAKING OF TESTIMONY BEGUN BY JUS- 
TICE COURTNEY. 


The case of Mr. George A. W. Stuart, ex- 


Secretary of the Brooklyn Board of Education, 


who is charged with embezzling $10,000 of the 
funds of that board, was partially examined into 
by Justice Courtney yesterday. The first witness, 
IT. D. Clark, an employe of the board, whose duty 
it is to supply the schools with books and station- 
pry as they may be needed and to collect payment 
for the same, testified that in his long service in 
the educational department he had never heard of 
any such firms as C. A. Sheldon & Co. or W. H. 
Pratt & Co. These are the bogus firms in favor of 
whom Mr. Stuart’s accounts show that warrants 
bad been drawn upon the city Treasury. On the 
other hand, Mr. Clark was acquainted with the 
firms of Sheldon & Co., Baker, Pratt & Co., and 
D. C. Pratt, all of whom had furnished school sup- 
piies to the board. 

Mr. William T. Pratt, of the firm of Baker, Pratt 
& Co., testified that his house had never transacted 
business under the name of W. H. Pratt, or had 
received warrants under the name W. H. Pratt 
& Co. J. M. W. Hunt, the bookkeeper for 
Sheldon & Co., gave similar testimony for his em- 
ployers. Corroborative evidence on these points 
was also given by Henry O. Dyer, another employe 
of the Board of Education. On his cross-examina- 
tion Mr. Dyer said that business,between members 
of the board was conducted on the mutual trusting 

Jan, and that they trusted ene another implicitly. 

r. Charles A. Teale, Chairman of the Library 
Committee of the board, testified that it was his 
custom to vote for the payment of bills of the 
board without possessing any knowledge of their 
correctness other than that afforded by the proper 
committees when they reported that the bills were 
all right. He was also accustomed to sign the bills 
which were presented to him as Chairman of the 
Library Committee by either Mr. Clark or Assist- 
ant Secretary Wilson, without going over the rec- 
ords and counting the books to see if the correct 
number had been received. There was no time to 
dothis. The further examination of the case was 
postponed until to-morrow afternoon.

FINED 310 FOR DRAWING A REVOLVER. 

James C. Hill, a young man, who lately ar- 
rived in this City from Mexico, and who is at pres- 
ent living at the corner of Fulton and Magnolia- 
streets, Brooklyn, boarded a Sixth-avenue car in 
Canal-street, on Tuesday evening, as it was going 
up town.

THE SING SING CAMP-MEETING.

OLD-TIME METHODIST SERVICES—LECTURB 
BY DR. L. H. KING, 

The announcement that Wednesday, on the 
old camp ground at Sing Sing, would be devoted 
to ‘* old-time Methodism,” andj that the services 
would be carried on, as far as possible, in the same 
manner as when the grounds were first consecrat- 
ed for religious work, had the effect of drawing a 


very large gathering there yesterday. Nearly 
every village in Westchester County was repre- 
sented, and there were hundreds of veliicles of 
every description within the grounds, in which the 
visitors had come from the back country and 
farms. There was asprinkling of Quakers among 
the multitude. and one old man was heard telling 
the Rev, Dr. King that he had attended the camp- 
meeting when it was held at Croton, in the year 
1807, All the services, an@ particularly the prayer- 
meetings, were conducted in the old-fashioned 
style, which included, of course, a greater amount 
of shouting than usual. The Salvation Army was 
in its element and made the old woods resound 
with singing and shouting. The Scandinavians en- 
joyed several profitable meetings in their tent, 
while the Independent priests held large meetings, 
with no decrease in numbers. The largest crowds 
seem to flock to see and hear these three brothers. 
What they say is fresh and crisp, and, coming 
as it does from men who have had the 
eourage to act upon the dictates of their 
consciences, has had great weight and carried con- 
viction to many doubting hearts. The members of 
the Salvation Army attract great attention and are 
recognized all over the ground by their uniforms, 
The ladies wear dark blue dresses, with a gold "S” 
on the collars, and their coal-scuttle straw hats are 
conspicuous by the red band around the crown 
bearing the inscription, *‘The Salvation Army,” in 
gold letters. 

When the bell over the preachers’ stand was 
rung for the morning service yesterday the seats 
in the large semicircle were all quickly occupied. 
Just before the service commenced a note was 


sent to the Rev. A. C. Morehouse to have a prayer 
offered for the recovery of President Garfield from 


his present critical condition. Chauncey Shaffer, 
of this City, maie the prayer, which was one of 
the most eloquent, touching, and effective ever 
uttered on the ground. The ‘‘Amens’’ were 
loud and frequent, and Mr. Shaffer himself 
was overcome with emotion, but recov- 
ered himself and concluded his prayer. 


The Rev. L. H. King, D. D., Presiding Elder of the 
Prattsville district, then delivered his well-known 
lecture on “John Wesley and His Times.’’ It was 


areview of the early history of Methodism and a 
glowing tribute to the memory of the Wesley fam- 
ily and the early leaders of the Church. Method- 
ism, said Dr. King, as a system of doctrine, con- 
tained little that was new; it was the resuscitation 
or infusion of new life into an old doctrine and 
old experience. In opposition to the current the- 
ology of the day Wesley proclaimed ‘ Universal 


atonement and the direct witness of the Spirit.” 


This doctrine was met with the retort: “ Religion, 
if you seek it you won't find it; if you findit you 
won't know it; if you knowit you havn't got it; 
if yot get it you can’t lose it, and if you lose it you 
never had it.’””. The fathers reversed every one of 
those propositions, and declared: * If you seek it 
you will find it; if you findit you will know it; if 
you get it you may lose it, and if you lose it you 
must search diligently until you find it again.” 


All sorts of names were given to these re- 


formers, such as Bible Moths, Godly Club, 
Atheists, Swindlers, and Presbyterian Papists. 
Wesley said such was the enmity against himself 
and followers that they were ‘forbidden from 
Newgate prison lest they should make men wicked, 
and from Bedlam lest they should make men mad.”’ 
Wesley had been charged with every sin except 
that of drunkenness. While he was once speaking 
about it an old Irish woman called out, * Didn't 


you drink whisky at sucha wedding?” He replied, 


“That fills the cup; I’ve been charged with every 
sin.’’ He was once asked how he would spend the 
intervening time if he knew he was to die the mext 
day. His answer was, *‘Just as I expect to spend 
it now. Ride to Gloucester, preach at 5 A. M., 


then go to Tewkesbury, preach and meet 
class in the evening; go to friend Martin's 
house, who expects to entertain me, talk 


and pray with his family, retire to my room, com- 
mend myself tomy Heavenly Father, lie duwn to 
rest, and wakeup in glory.” The record of his work 
is a marvel—15 sermons a week, 5,000 miles a year 
on horseback, through slough and dismal swamps. 
riding himself into a fever, and then pregeene till 
the pulpit sweat broke the fever. Like Whitfield, 
for whom the physician prescribed a perpetual 
blister, ne said he had tried perpetual 
preaching, and that answered just as well. 
Wesley had a jeweled. ,mind, which 
sparkled with wit as wen as wisdom. 


Dr. King thought the growth of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church in this country was wonderful. 
Starting in 1766 with four members and one 
preacher, it now had 3,500,000 members and 30.000 
preachers. The church property aggregated over 
$100,000.000. In conclusion the lecturer advised his 
hearers *“*to stand in the way and inquire for the 
old patbs.’’ 

At 1 o’clock a largely-attended children’s meet- 
ing was held, and the exercises and addresses were 


of a very interesting character. The sermon in the 
afternoon was delivered by the Rev. Albert 8, A. 
Graves, of the South Fifth-Street Church, Brook- 
lyn. It was an earnest and powerful discourse, 
and was heard with close attention. In the even- 
ing the Rev. D. W. Couch, of the Alanson-Street 
Church, in this City, preached. The programme 
for to-day—the last of the session—comprises a 
sermon in the morning by the Rev. J. H. Stans- 
berg, another in the afternoon by the Rev. L. R. 
Dunn, of the Newark Conference. and in the even- 
ing a short sermon, followed by speaking and short 
addresses by the Trustees and others. Atmidnight 
the time-honored “ watk around” will take place, 
the procession terminating at the preachers’ stand.

MEETING OF THE RAPID TRANSIT COMMIS- 
SIONERS YESTERDAY. 


Another meeting of the Rapid Transit Com- 


missioners was held yesterday afternoon at Mr. 


Matthew Daly’s office, No. 170 Broadway, to con- 
sider the location of the route for the rapid transit 
road inthe Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. 
Gen. W. F. Smith occupied the chair, and the other 


Commissioners present were Gen. Sickles, and 
Messrs, De Graff and Daly. To represent the peti- 


tioners for the road appeared Judge James R. 
Angel and Mr. Sidwell 8. Randall. Messrs. Charles 
J. Allen, Thomas 8S. Morris, William C, Teasdale, of 
Morrisania, and Judge Shannon, and Messrs. John 
Kirby, Jobn Iittner, and John B. Haskin, of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, were also present to advo- 
cate the location of the road along Third-avenue. 
Messrs. L. E. D. Mason and B. R, Guion, engineers, 
presented maps and plans showing the location of 
the route desired by the petitioners, his route 


lies along Lincoln-avenue from the Harlem 
River to Third-avenue, at One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-eighth-street; thence along Third-avenue and 
through the grounds of St. John’s College at Ford- 
ham, where it would connect with a road from 
Mount Vernon. It was said that an elevation of 
16 feet above the surface would answer all the re- 
quirements. Mr. Mason’s estimate of the cost of 
building was $300,000 per mile. plus $300,000 for 
the bridge across the Harlem River, which would 
make the total cost of the road, fourand a half 
miles long, $1,605,000. In answer toa question by 
Gen. Smith as to where the money would come 
from, Mr. Randall said he had no doubt the money 
would be subscribed, and he thought that $50,000 
to $60,000 could be obtained above the bridge. Mr. 
De Graff said he knew one man who is willing to 
subscribe $25,000. Judge Angel said the capital 
would come from the people in the annexed dis- 
trict, from people along Second and Third avenves, 
and capitalists in general, as a good investment. 
Mr. Randall advised that the fares on the road 
shonid be fixed at 5 cents during all hours, That 
would be 1 cent below the horse car fare. Judge 
Shannon said that the mere agitation of the sub- 
ject had reduced the horse car fares from 10 to 6 
cents. 

As to the number of people the road would be 
likely to carry. Mr. De Graff said 1,250,000 annually, 
and expected the number to increase in the future. 
Mr. Randall said the building of the road would 
carry people up there from Brooklyn and New-Jer- 
sev. The commission adjourned until 11 o’clock 
to-morrow.

A MALICIOUS ASSAULT. 

Jobn Tracey, a laborer, of No. 426 West 
Twenty-sixth-street, was injured on Tuesday after- 
noon while at work in a lumber-yard on the 
North River.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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TWO CLEVER SWINDLERS. 
VARIOUS ARTICLES OF CLOTHING OBTAINED 
UNDER FALSE PRETENSES, 

A fashionably attired and good-looking 
young man, giving his name as Masson Pell Helm- 
bold, was brought into the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, before Justice Morgan, yesterday, in custody 
of Detective Max Schmittberger, of the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct. He had been arrested for having 
swindled F. O'Neill, a shoe-dealer, of Broadway 
and Twenty-eighth-street, out of two pair of shoes 
valued at $26, and it is believed that he and a com- 
panion have swindled a number of tradesmen in 
the same manner, A few daysago Helmbold and a 
companion, who called himself Martin, want to the 
boarding-house of Mrs. Alexander, No. 851 Fifth- 
avenue, and said that they desired to engage 
board there for the Fall. They represented them- 
selves as students at the Columbia College Law 
School,and they desired to be accommodated with a 
nice room and board while attending the Fall term 
at the school. They were shown over the house and 
selected a room for whick Mrs. Alexander asked 
$25 per week. The young men said that this figure 
was beyond their means, and after considerable 
discussion Mrs, Alexander, who was very favora- 
bly impressed with their appearance and man- 
ner, agreed to let them have the room at 
$20 per week. This arrangement was mu- 
tually satisfactory, and as it was eoncluded 
the Juncheon bell rang and Mrs. Alexander in- 
vited the new boarderstolunch. They remarked 


that the board might as well begin at once, and 
accepted the invitation. The voracity of the new 
boarders disconcerted the landlady completely. 
They swept the table of everything good to eat, so 
that the other boarders fared rather badly, and Mrs. 
Alexander feared that if their appetites continued 
equally good they would breed a famine inthe 
house. After luncheon Helmbold produced two 
brass baggare checks, and_ sai that their 
trunks must have arrived from Long Branch and he 
would go down to see about them. As he was 


about to leave the house a messenger from 
O'Neil’s store brought the two pairs of shoes 
which they had purchased the previous day and 
had ordered to be sent to Mrs. Alexander’s_ house, 
©. O. D. The messenger handed the package to 
Helmbold who said that he would take them 
up stairs to see if his friend was suited. The 
messenger waited half an hour for his reappear- 
ance, and then it was discovered that the two 
young men had left the house by another door, 
taking the shoes with them. ‘They, of course, failed 
to return, The matter was reported to Detective 
Schmittberger, who yesterday arrested Helmbold 
in a pawnshop on Sixth avenue where he was en- 
deavoring to pawn a valise containing wearing 
apparel and underclothing. Among the articles in 
the valise was one of the pairs of shoes obtained 
from O'Neil. The prisoner says that he is the son 
of Henry T. Helmbold, the druggist, who is now an 
inmate of an Insane Asylum near Philadelphia. 


His mother, he says, is in Saratoga, He claims 


to have but recently returned from a tour 
through Europe. In his possession were found 
several manuscript poems and one in print, of 
which he claims to be the author, and a number of 
foreign visiting cards, some of them bearing coro- 
nets and coats of arms. coupled wih Russian and 
other foreignnames. He is well educated and in- 
telligent. His manners are good, and heis a fluent 
and interesting conversationalist, well calculated 
to deceive, Justice Morgan remanded him to the 
custody of Detective Schmittberger, to enable the 
officer to perfect the evidence against him, and to 
arrest his accomplice. It is charged that he and 
his companion obtained a dozen fine shirts from a 
Broadway furnishing store some weeks ago, and 
that they represented that they were boarding at 
a house in East Sixteenth-street. Inspector Byrnes 
said yesterday that he had received severai com- 
plaints recently from various tradesmen who had 


been swindled in the manner described above, and 
when Helmbold is arraigned to-day it {s expected 
that a number of complainants will appear against 


him,

THH SLOOP YACHT MADGE. 
CUSTOMS OFFICER REFUSES TO ADMIT 
HER DUTY FREE. 


The Scottish sloop yacht Madge, the prop- 


erty of Mr. James Coates, of Paisley, Scotland, has 
become the subject of a peculiar controversy in 
this port onthe question whether or notsheis a 
dutiable article of import under the class of 
‘““wooden goods.’? The owner of the Madge sent 
the vessel to the United States to contest possiblv 
in some of the Fall regattas and for the purpose of 


& pleasure cruise. In order to save time on the 


passage, as well as to avoid the delay for refitting 
and repairs which an ocean voyage would involve, 
he sent the vessel as cargo on the deek of the An- 
chor Line steam-ship Devonia. The necessary 
freight charges were paid, and the yacht was en- 
tered onthe steamer’s manifest as an item of her

cargo. Before the steamer arrived here an agent 
of the owner called on Deputy Collector 
Bertram to ask how she would be regari- 


ed by the Customs authorities, and to explain 
her status. He said she was a mere visitor, was 
not for sale, and would not be sold, and he asked 
that she be admitted duty free as an article of 
merchandise for exhibition, under the terms of the 
act of June, 1878. Col. Bertram refused to admit 
the yacht duty free, saying the law was clear and 
explicit on the subject, particularly as the yacht 
had been entered as freight in the manifest. He 
held that she was dutiable as wooden goods at 
85 per cent. of her value. This duty would have 
to be paid outright, and it could not be refunded 
on the yacht’s departure from the port. On Aug, 
13 the agentof Mr. Coates wrote a letter to the 
Secretary of the Treasury asking for a remission 
of duties ora special entrance, but has not yet 
received any answer. Meantime, the vessel, by 
consent of the Customs officers, has been lifted 
from the deck of the Devonia, and put in the 
water at the steamer’s dock, near the foot of 
Canal-street. Collector Robertson says he has not 
yet considered the actual liability of the vessel to 
duties because the question has not been submitted 
to him personally, but to the Secretary of the 
Treasury.

A COSTLY PIECE OF MISCHIEF.

GRAND LODGH OF ODD-FELLOWS. 
THE SECOND DAY OF ITS ANNUAL SESSION 
IN THIS CITY. 


The Grand Lodge of Odd-fellows of the State 
of New-York continued its sessions yesterday, 
Grand Master Bingham occupying thechair. A 
proposition to amend the constitution so “that 
one-fifth of all the representatives and Grand Offi- 
cers present shall be required to call for the votes 
by yeas and nays” was defeated by a large majori- 
ty, 608 yotesin the negative against 113 in the af- 
firmative. The next amendment tothe constitution, 
to the effect “that the Grand Lodge may at any 
annual session consolidate two adjoining districts, 
may divide any county intotwo or more districts, 
or attach one or more lodges in any county to an 
adjoining district,’? was carried by a vote of 752 to 
53. Thisamendment gives great satisfaction to 


the members from the country, as many lodges are 
so far distant trom sister lodges in the same 
county as to make it impossible for the members 
to meet their brethern in the District Grand Com- 
mittee, while they are very close to lodges in other 
counties. 

On recommendation of the Committee on Peti- 
tions, permission was given to La Sincerité Lodge, 
No. 69; Mount Neboh| Lodge, No. 269; Farragut 
Lodge, No. 265—all of New-York—and Albany City 
Lodge, No. 385, of Albany, to meet bi-weekly, in- 
stead of weekly as heretofore. Park Lodge, No. 
203, of Hyde Park, Dutchess County, was granted 
leave to change its location to Staatsburg. 

Immediately-on opening the afternoon session, 
Representative Weeks. on behalf of the Committee 
on Necrology, presented a eulogy on Past Grand 
Master Thomas P. St. John, Past Grand Represen- 
tative D. P. White, and other members of the 
Grand Lodge who bad died during the past year, 
The resolutions of condolence were adopted by a 


rising vote. Charters were granted to Lexington 
Lodge, of Brooklyn, and a new lodge in Olive Cor- 
ner, Ulster County, but the name of ‘* Excelsior,” 
chosen by the latter lodge, was directed to be 
changed, as there isa lodge of that name already 
in existence. 

An amendment to the by-laws of the Grand 
Lodge was adopted providing that hereafter the 


nominations for Grand Ofiicers can only be made 


by the District Grand Committees at their annual 
meeting in March. An amendment to exempt 
lodges which may be organized in the City of New- 
York above Forty-seeond-street from the opera- 
tions of the law requiring at least 50 applicants for 
the charter was Jost, as it received but73 votes.

ANNOYING A YOUNG WOMAN. 
William H. Stafford, of this City, was 
arraigred before recorder Warren, in Pater- 


son, N. J., yesterday, on complaint of Miss 


Mary E. Curran, a young lady living in Ham- 


burg-avenue, Paterson, and employed in the 
Dale Silk Mill. Miss Curran charges that 
Stafford in May last called at her house one 
evening and asked hertotakearide.

A COAI-LADEN VESSEL BADLY DAMAGED. 

A collision occurred off Red Hook at about
